Copenhagen, November 30.—Kurt 
Eisner. the Bavarian premier, has 
declared in a speech that he is ready 
to take all the consequences of a 
conflict with the former German 
empire, the result of which, per- 
haps. will be that Bavaria will be 
obliged to act independently, in 
which case the Rhine provinces and 
the whole of south Germany wil! 
support her. says the Berlin corre- 
spondent of The National Tidende. 

The same correspondent quotes 
Herr Haase, the minister of the in- 
terior of Baden. as saving that the 
ideal of the empire should be main- 
tained but that no Berlin dictator- 
ship will be tolerated. 


London, November 30.—Kurt BEis- 
ner, the Bavarian premier, explained 
to a meeting in Munich that the 
breaking off of relations between 
Ravaria and the rlin government 
was due to the fact that the German 
foreign office was the base of a 
counter revolutionary movement, 
according to a Copenhagen dispatch 
to the Exchange Telegraph com- 
pany. 

Announcement of the severance 
of relations between Bavaria and 
the government at Berlin was made 
on November 28 in a dispatch from 
Munich. 


ANNOUNCE AIMS. 
GERMAN DEMOCRATS 


Berlin, November 30.—The aims of 
the new German democratic party, 
the appeal of which for comprehen- 
sion and support, has been sent to 
President Wilson, were outlined to 
the correspondent today by Theodor 
Wolff, editor-in-chief of The Berlin 
Tageblatt. It was on Herr Wolff's 
initiative that the party was form- 
ed. He said: 

“Our party has formed to support 
the republic, to further democratic 
reforms on a socialistic-economic 
hasis and to furnish a rallvine noint 
for the middle classes and keep them 
from falling into the power of the 
reactionaries. The party will nat- 
urally oppose Bolshevism with all 
means at its command. [In other 
words, we aim to win and hold 
the middle classes for democracy.” 

Herr Wolff explained that, in 
keeping with the party’s aims, all 
former. members of the progressive 
or other parties who have been ac- 
tive in militaristic and nationalistic 
agitations or whd, like Dr. Gustav 
Stressmann, national liberal member

Captured Americans, 
Reports from General Pershing 
show American soldiers captured by

The 
special presidential committee which 
recommended the presidential proc- 
lamation prohibiting brewing as a 
war conservation measure, decided 
today to make no recommendation 
to President Wilson on suggestions 
that the proclamation should be 
rescinded in view of the armistice,

Paris, November %20.—The newlv 
appointed mayor ef Metz has ftesued 
a proclamation expressing his de- 
light at being again under the 
French flag after so many years of 
oppression and after a four years’ 
reign of terror.

ZIMMERMAN

They walked among 
the captured guns, aeroplanes, Zep- 
pelins and machine guns that filled 
all the vast areas of the famous 
squares and gardens. But there was 
hardly a sound save the tramp of 
myriad feet. Stunned by over four 
vears uf war, Paris cannot at once 
put the trumpet to her lips. Hut 
the candle of hope burned brightly 
in’ the people’s eyes—the hope of 
resurrecftion—the resurrection of 
France, That is the onlv earthly hone 
left to the thousands of black-veiled 
women who filled the streets. Oh, 
it was pitiful to see them—near a 
whole city full. They gave to the 
countless throngs the appearance of 
an endless funeral procession. Yet 
the procession seemed marching not 
to the grave, but through the graves 
of the million dead and more, to the 
gates of victory.

Down When He Meets 
Some of His Native Geor- 
gians Among Released 
Prisoners. 


Berne, November 30.—One hundred 
and fifty-six American officers and 
non-commissioned officers, the first 
prisoners of war in Germany to be 
released through Switzerland were 
repatriated Friday. 

The men left Bavaria in the morn- 
ing and crossed Lake Constance. 
They were met at Zurich by enthu- 
siastic crowds of Swiss and Ameri- 
cans, and the welcome at Berne sur- 
passed almost anything of this kind 
seen in Switzerland since before the 
war began, 

Pleasant A. Stovall, the American 
minister, and Mrs. Stovall, the en- 


wounded, urged the soldiers to thank 
God for the victory and declared 
that a new vision of duty to God 
and country had come to all. Ameri- 
can mothers, he said, await with loy- 
ing hearts the home-coming of their 
gallant sons, 

Where possible Thanksgiving day 
was observed throughout the war 
zone by the American forces, all un- 
necessary military duties being sus-j; 
pended. The day found many troops 
marching or entrained for ports, 
but in cantonments and fixed camps 
services were held and an effort was 
made to provide some substitute for 
the traditional American dinner, 

At General Headquarters, 

An impressive service was held at 
the great general headquarters. The 
troops were paraded without arms. 
and the officers and men held a 
meeting which was’attended by lo- 
cal dignitaries and the members of 
allied military missions here. The 
Rev. Charles Henry Brent, former} 
Protestant Episcopal bishop for the |

the president’s proclamation an- 


nouncing Thanksgiving day. 


Bishop Brent then read Wash- 
ington’s prayer, which was preced- 
ed by the following invocation: 

“Oh, God of Nations, Who through 
prophets of old, hast foretold the 
day when armaments of war’ shall 
be beaten into implements of peace, 
hasten, we beseech Thee, the ful- 
fillment of this, Thy- most sure’!

T0 PEACE. CONFERENCE 


Washington, November 30.—Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor delegates 
to the international! labor conference 
to be held at Paris while the great 
peace conference is sitting, were an- 
nounced tuday by the executive 
council. They are: 

Samuel Gompers, president of the 
federation;, William Green, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the United Mine 
Workers; John R. Alpine, president 
of the plumbers; James Duncam, 
president of the International Asso- 
ciation Granite Cutters; Frank Duf- 
fy, secretary of the United Brother- 
hood of Carpenters and Joiners. 

Frank Morrison, secretary of the 
Federation, said the purpose of the 
international conference is “to con- 
sider and help in peace discussions 
and to establish a new international 
trade union federation.” The exec- 
utive council of the federation, he 
said, would issue invitations to the 
trade organizations of all nations 
to participate and he added that rep- 
resentatives from all principal’ na- 
tions were expected to attend. 

Although Mr. Morrison declined to 
discuss the matter, it is understood 
the conference proposes to make its 
information and views available to 
the peace delegatesy who, if they see 
fit, consult unofficially with the 
conference, or with individual dele- 
gations composing it, on matters in 
which labor is vitally concerned. 

Out of the Paris conference labor

POLICIES SUGGESTED 
BY SOCIAL WORKERS 


New Y®rk, November 30.—Social 
workers from all parts of the Unit- 
ed States gathered here to consider 
problems arising from demobiliza- 
tion of the nation’s armed forces 
today adopted a resolution calling 
on the government “for avoidance 
of the evils of the pension System 
for our victorious troops and of pre- 
ventable poverty among wage-earn- 
ers.” Further extension “of. the 
social insurance principle already 
adopted in soldiers’ and sailors’ in- 
Surance and in workmen’s compen- 
sation laws,” was suggested as a 
remedy. 

The conference also resolved to 
request the United States public 
health service and the American 
public health association “to take 
immediate steps to safeguard the 
returning army and the civilian pop- 
ulation against a possible recur- 
rence of the influenza epidemic.” 

Other resolutions called for “per- 
petuation, extension and improve- 
ment of the United States public 
employment service,” restoration of

gram “hy which the authority and 
responsibility of the nation for 
Americanization should be organ- 
ized, centralized, with every encour- 
agement to state and local effort.”

Within the limits of the camp, 
180 acres are already available for 
cultivation, thousands are ready for 
purchasé about the reservation and 
500 acres have been secured for cul- 
tivation next vear.

The total 
cash outlay on this tract was

H. Findlay, agricultural expert 
from the war department garden di- 
vision, has aided Captain Barker in 
his work of beginning the great 
agricultural project and is one of 
the most enthusiastic supporters of 
the plan of the public safety com- 
mittee.

Atlanta Sends Thousands 
of Remembrances to 
France, and People at 
Home Are Not Forgot- 
ten. 


Atlanta alone sent a kAbsenimiee 


amount of Christmas packages to 
France during the past month. No- 
vember 30 was the last day for the 
sending of good cheer packages to 
our boys over there, but still the 
mail comes pouring in for the boys 
in camps on this side. 

The average number of parcels 
brought from the Red Cross house 
to the Atlanta postoffice was 600 
per day during the month of No- 
vember. The weight of each par- 
cel was three pounds, making a 
total of 1.800 pounds of Christmas 
cheer a day. Besides that there 
were between 75 and 100 packages 
for our allies sent abroad and these 
parcels. could weigh as much as 
eleven pounds. 

There have been over 100 pack- 
azes a day. some of them weighing 
as high as fifty pounds, marked 
“Don’t open until Christmas.” These 


packages are going notjonly to the 
boys in camp “over here.’ but to 
the homes that are waiting\so im- 


patiently to welcome those men who 
will be able to spend Christmas at 
home.

The upper drav.ing shows the lay- 
out of a pressure feed system.

pump usually has a means for 
regulating the amount of ai> which 
it will pump. 

When the engine has stood idle for 
a while the pressure will leak out 
of ‘the tank, and so some method 
must be furnished to get the pres- 
sur in the tank for starting, as the 
engine-driven pump will work only 
when the engine is running. For 
this purrose a hand }j'smp is fur- 
nished, it being placed in some posi- 
tion convenient to the driver, as on 
the instrument board, or the front 
board of the driver's seat.

under the best of conditions, would 
be a gigantic task. But it is be- 
coming increasingly probable that 
all sorts of elements will contrib- 
ute toward complicating conditions 
and delayinz the return home ‘of 
our legions, 

First, the danger of anarchy in 
the central powers and of contin- 
ued trouble in Russia is so threat- 
ening that it is more than likely 
that a large fraction of our forces 
abroad—some say as many as 
1,Q00,000—will have to remain in 
Europe for an _ indefinite period 
after the conclusion of peace, co- 
operating with troops of our allies 
as a sort of international police, 
keeping law and order and saving 
Europe from plunging into hideous 
chaos. 

Second, there is the question of 
transportation, It has been stated 
that our troops could be brought 
home at the rate of from 250,000 
to 300,000 a month, if all were as 
it should be. But—and this is a 
very big but indeed——an enormous 
tonnage of shipping will be re- 
quired for months to come for tak- 
ing food to those countries which 
are menaced with actual famine as 
a result of the horrible condition 
into which more than four years of 
war have plunged them. 


Preliminary Work Here. 


Third, there is the question of 
the reabsorption, without undue 
friction, of the huge numbers of 
men now under arms into the nor- 
mal activities of the United States 
and the other nations which have 
been waging war. It has been an- 
nounced from Washington that the 
demobilization of the armed forces 
of the United States will proceed 
largely in proportion as the trades 
and occupations on this side of the 
water are in a position to take 
them back. The war industries 
board has sent out questionnaires 
to employers in all sorts of indus- 
trial lines asking the needs of each 
in men, and the answers received 
will be used by those in charge of 
demobiliagtion as an aid in fregu- 
lating the where, when and how of 
demobilization, 

Further information on this sub- 
ject Is being sought, also, from the 
draft boards all over the country, 
which have collected invaluable in- 
formation regarding the country’s 
man power as a result of the drafts 
of 1917 and 1918, and from com- 
munity labor boards, All this work 
is, of course, in a preliminary stage. 
Transition from a nation keyed up 
to the highest temperature of war 
fever to a nation devoted to the 
pursuits of peace is bound to be 
violent under the most favorable 
conditions. At the present writing 
it is impossible to convey anything 
more than a most cursory idea of 
what is te be done before our mil- 
lions of soldiers are back in civil 
life. 

Lesson From Austrin’s Collapse, 

What is true of the United States 


is true, though in a minor degree, 
of the other nations involved in 
the world-struggie. The demobili- 
zation problems of France, Italy, 
Germany, Austria, Bulgaria and 
Turkey—to name the principal con- 
tinental belligerents—are not com- 
plicated by questions of sea trans- 
port. Great Britain must transport 
hundreds of thousands of English, 
Seotch and Irish troops back to the 
Sritish isles, but their sea trip, 
compared to the journey lying be- 
fore our men, is a trifle. In the 
transportation to their homes of 
Canadian, Australian, New Zealand, 
South African and Indian troops, 
and the rest of the British colonials 
who so heroically rallied to the call 
of their mother in the hour of trial, 
Great Britain has on her hands a 
problem somewhat comparable with 
that of the United States, but there 
again the numbers involved are faf 
smaller than the total of American 
soldiers who must be brought 
back. 

Already lessons in demobilization 


-gin the return home at 


have been learned in the short time 
elapsed since ulgaria’s collapse 
heralded the tumbling of the entire 
central European structure. AS a 
result of the sudden disbanding of 
huge Austrian forces, following 
the armistice concluded by Austria- 
Hungary with Italy, bodies of Aus- 
trian soldiers, completely beyond 
the control of their officers, com- 
mitted all sorts of depredations as 
they moved homeward, and over- 
crowded trains in the Austrian Ty- 
rol to such an extent that hundreds 
of them were killed by being 
brushed off the roofs and sides of 
cars as the trains went through 
tunnels. As a result of these and 
other evils following the Austrian- 
Italian armistice, the armistice 
concluded between Marshal Foch 
and the representatives of Ger- 
many on November 11 did not pro- 
vide for the immediate demoliza- 
tion of the German army. The dan- 
ger of plunging Germany into a 
condition o anarchy like that 
which had ensued in Austria-Hun- 
gary was too apparent. The Ger- 
man armies on the western front, 
therefore, after having been ren- 
dered harmless for waging further 
warfare against the allies by the 
enforced relinquishment of a great 
part of their arms, ammunition 
and supplies, were allowed to keep 
sufficient organization and power 
to constitute a protection for their 
country—and, indirectly, for the 
whole of Europe—against the flood 
of Bolshevist anarchy that seemed 
to be rising in the hungry and des- 
perate land behind their lines. 
Demobilizing Army in U, §&. 

Despite the manifold difficulties 
in the way of demobilization the 
first steps have been taken with 
marked promptness by the United 
States governmnt. On November 
16 General Peyton C. March, chief 
of staff, announced that orders had 
beén issued for the immediate de- 
mobilization of units aggregating 
about 200,000 ‘men, and it was stat- 
ed that these men would beat 
their homes within two weeks after 
the issuance of the orders for their 
discharge from the army. The to- 
tal number of men in these units 
is just about one-ninth of the to- 
tal number under arms in this 
country, one-eleventh of the total 
Americans abroad, and one-twen- 
tieth of the total number of Ameri- 
cans under arms when the armi- 
stice was signed—another remind- 
er of what a tremendous task it 
is to get a big army back into 
peaceful civilization garb. 

Forty-second Division. 

Orders have already been sent to 
General Pershing in France, Gen- 
eral March also announced, to be- 
once of 
casuals, sick and wounded in the 
United States overseas forces. Be- 
cause of its special character, Gen- 
eral March said, and its brilliant 
record, the forty-second or “Rain- 
bow” division, is to receive special 
consideration when the time comes 
for demobilization. 

Steps are to'be taken, fn all prob- 
ability, to have the demobilization 
of airmen abroad occur near 
their homes in this country as pos- 
sible, In response to a request 
that such action be taken, addressed 
recently to Secretary Baker by Gen- 
eral Felix Agnus, of Raltimore—a 
request that well expressed a de- 
sire prevalent form sea to. sea in the 
United States—Mr. Baker replied:

came. In this way the people in 
each part of the country may have 
a chance to see their war heroes 
parade through the streets and wel- 
come them with the enthusiasm 
which their brilliant de- 
serves, 

Jobs ack for Soldier Employees. 

Already discussion of the great 
problems of demobilization is crop- 
ping up right and left in the news- 
papers of the United States and 
the other belligerent countries. One 
leading New York newspaper ad- 
dressed an inquiry to emplovers in 
different parts of the country as 
to whether they were ready to re- 
ehsorb the huge ntimbers of dis- 


record 


charged soldiers who will soon be 
looking for jobs. It received, in | 
the main, answers showing that the 
employers would not only welcome | 
these men on their return, but fore- . 
saw no disadvantageous effect on 
the country’s industrial Hfe as a 
result of the process of reabsorp- 
tion. This evidence, taken in con- 
nection with the declaration from 
Washington that our four million 
soldiers will be discharged only in 
proportion as the country’s. indus- 
tries are in a position to receive 
them, augurs well for the proba- 
bility of our transition without 
friction from a martial people 
thinking of nothing but the crush- 
ing of German militarism, to a 
community deep in the pursuits of 
peace. 

Suggestions for Renbsorptions, 

One interesting suggestion as to 
how best to reabsorb our soldiers 
into the normal life of the com- 


munity has been advanced by Hen- 
ry W. Taft, brother of ex-President 
William H. Taft, who urges that 
the draft boards be retained for | 
dealing with demobilization, owing 
to the efficient work which they 
have done in handling men induct- 
ed into military service, and to the 
fact that they knbdw “better than 
others the industrial needs of their 
respective localities. He suggests, 
that each local

ALLOWED IN SWEDEN 


Stockholm, . Névember 30.—The 
suit initiated/by the American lega- 
tion against The Aftonbladet, of 
this city, in which it was charged 
that the newspaper nad insulted 
President Wilson, has heen dismiss- 


ed on technical grounds. 

This suit was ordered brought 
against the newspaper by the Swed- 
ish minister of justice at the re- 
quest ,of Ira Nelson Morris, the 
American minister at Stockholm. 
The basis for action, according to 
the complaint, was that the news- 
paper had “injured a foreign power 
and made an attempt to interfere 
with the amicable relations existing 
befween Sweden and the United 
States.”

POLITICAL SITUATION 
PATHETIC IN VIENNA 


Vienna, November 20.—The grip 
has become prevalent again in this 


city and at Budapest. with more fa- 
tal resutls than in the former epi- 
demic, although the cases as yet are 
not so numerous. 

Vienna, last night, for the first 
time, took on the appearance of a 
war zone city, all the lights being 
turned low in order to save coal. 
All houses were shut up at 8 o’clock, 
the stores and restaurants at 9, and 
the cafes at 10. The political sit- 
uation here is pathetic. There is 
talk of a revolution on all sides, 
though those propcsing to overthrow 
the government admit the useless- 
ness of such an action. 

The correspondent, whose pres- 
ence is known throughout the city, 
has had many visitors, one of whom 
said he represented a political group 
which wished to know if it were 
possible to annex Austria to the 
Tnited States. He said that Austria 
was now in a hopeles situation, sur- 
rource’ by enemies who were ruth- 
lessly robbing. 

Food conditions in Vienna are 
gradually becoming worse, with the 
poor eating black bread in sma'l 
auantities, and soup > of water 
and baked fur or vegetables. 

Tt is certain there are some pro- 
visions fn t country districts, but 
the farme's part with their food 
supplies only to speculators in ex- 
change for the shoes. colthes, to- 
bacco or money they need. 

In the, poor quarters of Vienna. the 
women sav they have no under- 
clothing, all the pre-war stocks hav- 
ing used up. It a family 
calamity when it Is necessary to 
huy shoes fur any member, since the 
purchase means n:i.f a month's gal- 
ary. It is a familiar sight in the 
restervrants, where meals cost $3 
and upward, to see patrons carrying 
off scraps of fond,

BRITISH LABOR PARTY 


STATES PEACE VIEWS 


London, November 30.—The Brit- 
ish labor party in its election mani- 
festo to the voters condemns any 
form of economic war and demafads 
as an essential part of the peace 
treaty that the international labor 
charter be incorporated in the struc- 
ture of a league of nations. The 
party demands the immediate with- 
drawal of allied forces from Russia 
and the immediate restoration of 
the workers’ international: claims 
freedom for Ireland and India as a 
democratic right and urges self de- 
termihation for British subject peo- 
ples. It advocates the removal of 
all war@ime restrictions and the 
complete abolition of conscription. 

The manifesto says the labor par- 
ty regards land nationalization as 
& Vital necessity and urges immedi- 
ate nationalization of mines, rail- 
Ways, shipping, armaments and 
electric power. It demands fhe im- 
mediate erection of one million good 
homes by the state and better pay 
and conditions for the working man. 
The party declares its opposition to 
tariffs. 

A special tax On capital is urged 
so as to meet the payment of the 
war debt. insistence is laid on a 
heavily sraduated direct tax with 
the raising of the exemption limit. 
This is stated to be labor’s defini- 
tion of the conscription of wealth. 

The manifesto says the labor par- 
ty is the real women’s party and 
that it supports complete adult suf- 
frage and equal pay for both sexes 


and deprecates the furmation of ua 
sex party.

| STOCK MARKET 


CONTINUES COTTON 
HOLDING EFFORTS 


The Cotton States Marketing 
board does not propose to let its 
efforts in behalf of holding cotton 
for a living price, stop with mere 
resolutions. uch work has been 
done by the organization in sup- 
port of its appeal to the producers 
to hold cotton for not less than 36 
cents a pound, and now the active 
work of organizing each county in 
the cotton lt is in progress. 

President J. J. Brown, of the Cot- 
ton States Marketing board, has 
just written to well-known and pro- 
gressive men in each county in 
Georgia, urging them to issue at 
once a call for a mass meeting, with 
a view to forming an organization 
to press the cotton holding move- 
ment. It is suggested that each 
county select a chairman and a sec- 
retary, and appesat a committee for 
each militia district, which will go 
actively to work and see to it that 
no cotton is sold for less than 35 
cents a pound, basis middling. 

“Show the spinners of Europe 
that you are not going to sell your 
cotton for less than this figure, be- 
cause it is worth more,” urges Pres- 
ident Brown, and he continues: 

“This same work of organization 
is going on all over the belt and 
this office is securing the names 
of the district committees that your 
county organization appoints, in or- 
der that we. can correspond with 
— and keep their efforts stimu- 
ated. 

“We ask you to act quickly and 
energetically. Don’t lay this letter 
aside thinking some one else will 
attend to it. This is a matter on 
which we must all take a firm 
stand. Your county’s action will 
6-0 paaominicy and encourage others to 
act.” 


Similar work in the matter of 
county organization has been set on 
foot in all of the cotton states. 
Members of the marketing board in 
other cotton states have been asked 
to furnish the names of committees 
in each of their counties, so that 
correspondence may be had with 
oe in furtherance of the general 
plan. 

It is specifically requested by 
President Brown that all corre- 
spondence relating to the holding 
campaign, be addressed to the State 
Bureau of Markets, State Capitol, 
Atlanta, Ga., where it will be given 
attention by Secretary L. Jack- 
son, of the marketing board.

FEDERAL RESERVE 


STOCKS GO DOWN 
UN LIQUIDATION 


New York, November 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The nervous tension under 


which the market has been ever 
since the announcement of the sign- 
ing of the armistice asserted itself 
in a rather violent outbreak of fresh 
liquidation early this week. This 
selling carried the whole market 
down on Monday. The rails and re- 
cent speculative favorites were the 
worst sufferers, although the war 
shares in many instances also broke 
to new low levels. Toward the end 
of the week the market appeared 
to have recovered its equilibrium 
in some measure, but the genera] 
opinion was that the improved tech- 
nical situation resulting from the 
drastic shakeout, had more to do 
with the better tone displayed by 
Stocks ‘generally than any real 
change in outside conditions. 

International Mercantile Marine 
Stocks and bonds furnished the in- 
dividual sensaton of the market 
with a recovery of around 20 points 
in the preferred, from the break be- 
low par which had occurred on 
Tuesday. This sharp rally was 
predicated on the announcement 
that the United States government 
was about to purchase the com- 
pany’s British tonnage at a figure 
said to be $90,000,000. It will be 
recalled that this government block- 
ed the original deal Whereby this 
tonnage was to have been sold to 
the British government. Marine 
preferred: is given a liquidating 
value, by Wall Street Statisticians, 
of around $145 a share, including 
$67 in accrued dividends, on the 
strength of the consummation of the 
deal as now outlined. 

Confused Situation. 
_ A very confused situation exists 
in the railroad stocks as a result of 
the different opinions Zrowing out 
of the resignation of Secretary Mc- 
Adoo, the agitation started this 
week for a return of the roads to 
private ownership before the expi- 
ration of the 21 menths maximum 
Period of government operation, 
and alarm over the labor situation. 

Fears of labor trouble and of 
drastic reductions. in copper prices 
have been the most prominently dis- 
cussed factors in connection with 
the decline in copper stocks, Can- 
cellations of government. orders 
have affected the steel shares and 
equipment stocks. 

As a background to these various 
developments in the politicio-econg- 
mit situation, the money committee's 
continued enforcément of its edict 
against speculative stock market 
borrowing, has contributed to throw 
Wall Street into a gloomy mood. 

When the whole situation is an- 
alyzed in detail, however, it be- 
comes apparent that the market, as 
is usual with a bear market, has 
exaggerated the importance and in 
some cases distorted the meaning of 
certain developments which have 
been held responsible for the last 
three weeks’ decline. While the fu- 
ture is by no means clear, there is 
no getting away from the fact that 
the break in prices has discounted 
uch of an unfavorable nature. The 
market is in a position where anv 
good news, such, for instance. as 
the lifting of certain restrictions, 
should have a stimulating effect on 
prices, even of war and semi-war 
industrials. There is ample reason 
to feel that the decline in railway 
stocks has been overdone and that 
the situation in them is now more 
advantageous to fresh investment 
buying than for some time. 


Bond Dealing. 


Bonds displayed further weakness 
early in the week but steadied in 
the later dealings. The newest Lib- 
erties sold below 97 and others in 
this group developed weakness with 
only moderate rallies. It was an- 
nounced that an issue of $600,000.000 
treasury 4% per cent certificates 
will be made for subscription before 
December 10, Precedin the next 
Liberty bond issue, which is now 
expected to be floated in April, the

‘There is no desire on 
the part of holders of railroad 
stocks to see their properties re- 
turned within the time limit, pro- 
vided their affairs are administered 
satisfactorily and the government 
acts in good faith, which there is 
really very little reason to believe 
that it won't do. 
Federal Control. 

Even if government ownership 
eventua es, most railroad securities 
should, on the basis of a fair ap- 
praisal, command higher prices than 
they are now selling for. 

Although there have been a large 
number of equipment order cancel- 
lations, there has been a disposi- 
tion to credit exaggerated rumors of 
the amount. There is no reason to 
fear that the equipment companies 
are going to be left in the lurch, so 
to speak. On the contrary, they are 
assured of business to keep busy at 
top-notch capacity for some time to 
come, before their present orders 
are completed, and there is certain to 
be a period of heavy foreign and 
domestic buying just as soon as 
more immediate problems of read- 
Justment are attended to. Railway 
Steel springs surprised the street by 
declairng a quarterly dividend of 2 
per cent, thus putting the stock ona 
regular 8 per cent per annum basis 
as compared with the fofmer rate 
of 5 per cent. In some quarters it is 
believed that the company is over- 
extending itself somewhat, but oth- 
ers point out that the strong finan- 
cial position of the company and the 
Optimistic outlook, warrant the ac- 
tion, 

Motor shares were hurt by the 
weakness in Studebaker, which 
seems to foreshadow some new 
financing. Generally, however, the 
motor companies, especially those 
engaged in truck and farm tractor 
manufacture, are regarded as having 
a bright future. 

The report of United States Rub- 
ber, revealing earings for isx 
months, Of above $21 a share on the 
common stock, attracted fovorable 
comment and drew attention once 
more to the favorable position of 
the rubber manufacturing concerns 
as a group.,

Edouard Ignace, under- 
secretary for military justice and 
pensions, announced in the cham- 
ber of deputies today that the new 
government in Germany treated the 
prisoners no better than the old one 

The brutality of the Germans 
could not be surpassed, he added, 
and the representatives of the Span- 
ish and Swiss missions which in- 
vestigated the condition of prisoners 
will show clearly how deep into 
barbarity Germany has sunk. Par- 
cels sent to French prisoners were 
stolen and robbed and the sending 
of parcels was suspended after the 
signing of the armistice for that 
reason, 

Plans should be fully made for 
the repatriation of the prisoners, he 
concluded, and all precautions would 
be takeen to see that all prisoners 
are returned from Germany. 


HOOVER APPROVED 
AS RELIEF DIRECTOR 


Paris, November 80.—The plan of 
appointment of Herbert C. Hoover, 
the American food administrator, 
as director general of relief, in 
charge of the entire food and relief 
administration for the European al- 
lies and the United States, has been 
given approval, it was learned to- 
day, by the very highest American 
authority. It now goes before the 
supreme war council for final de- 
termination. 

The relief plan involves, 
the appointment of Mr. Hoover, the 
use of the large passanger ships 
Imperator, Bismarck and other big 
steamers in German ports, for re- 
lief work, and to help in securing 
the return of the American forces 
in Europe within a comparatively 
brief period.

A large proportion 
of these relief ships will be Ameri- 
can, and it is pointed out that the 
chief source of the relief supplies 
will be American. 

Premiers Clemenceau and Orlando 
are on their way to London, so it 
is probable that the supreme war 
council will be convened on the 


coming Monday. 


PLAN TO COMPETE 


WITH PANAMA CANAL 


Mexico City, November 30.—A pro- 
ject providing for closer commercial 
union with the Latin-American coun- 
tries, involving competition with the 
Panama canal, was presented to the 
Mexican government today by Jose 
A. de Lavalle, commercial envoy 
from Peru to Mexico. 

The project provides for the for- 
mation of steamship companies by 
all the Latin-American governments 
operating lines on the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts, with bases at both 
ends of the Tikmanienee railway. 

This railway crosses the Isthmus 
of Tehuantepec, the termini of 
which are the ports of Coatzacoalcos, 
on the Gulf of Mexico and Salina 
Cruz, on the Pacific, and is now 
fully controlled by the Mexican gov- 
ernment. The isthmus itself at one 
time formed the subject of a pro- 
posed inter- -oceanic canal. 

It is asserted that by this method 
freight charges between the various; 
countries can be fixed lower than is 
now possible by way of the Panama 
canal. The Mexican government will 
present the plan to other Latin- 
American governments. 


WARSHIPS OF ALLIES 
REACH SEBASTOPOL 


London, November 30.—The allied 
naval squadron which recently pass- 
ed through the Dardane'les into the 
Black sea, anchored off Sebastopol, | 
the Russian naval base in the' 
Crimea, on November 26. The Rus-, 
sian ships, which were in the hands 
of the Germans and also some Ger- 
man submarines, were surrendered 
to the allied naval representatives.

Frederic J, Paxon, who brought to 
the club women the message of a 
national conference of business men 
in Rochester, N. Y., with reference 
to the organized effort planned by 
the government and private welfare 
organizations for the reinstatement 
of the soldier in the civil life and 
provision for women who have 
taken in business the places of the 
men gone into the army. 

Concerning many of these wom- 
en, going into business not through 
necessity, but choice, Mr. Paxon 
made the interesting suggestion 
that it rested largely with the 
nothers to make the homes jo 
happy a place that the daughters 
need not go out of them to seek in- 
terest and employment.

“That we indorse the plan of the 
secretary of the interior to enlist 
the school children of the nation in 
a war garden campaign, and pledge 
our best efforts to securing greater 
food production. 

“That we indorse the action of 
the friends of Miss Celeste Parrish, 
Cieorgia’s most noted educator, in 
establishing a scholarship at the 
Tniversitvy of Georgia in honor of 
her memory, and that we pledge 
our co-operation in raising funds 
to maintain it. 

“That we indorse early Christmas 
shopping, and -pledge ourselves to 
carry out this movement to the best

|Red Cross Education. 


Mrs. Albert E. Thornton, chair- 
‘man of the educational department 


of Atlanta chapter. Red Cross, urges 
the necessity that Attanta women 
continue the emplorment of the op- 
portunities afforded by the Red 
Cross to prepare themselves for 
emergencies in the home and in 
the community, which every woman 
is liable at any time to be called 
upon to meet. 

“The end of the war does not 
mean the end of woinan’s work.” It 
means the beginning of a new 
work—that of reconstruction— 
which is just as vital and just as 
much a matter of patriotism,” Mrs. 
Thornton reminds Atlanta women. 

“It will be a long time before our 
| Red Cross nurses can return from 
France, but the necessity for the 
| knowledge of the care of the sick 
is always with us. We have had 
uncomfortable realization of this 
during the flu epidemic, which is 
still bad in many parts of the state. 

“Twenty-four young Atlanta wom- 
en who had taken the course in ele- 
mentary hygiene, dietetics and home 
eare of the sick, which the At- 
lanta chapter, Red Cross, provided, 
volunteered recently to help in an 
emergency in a neighboring town, 
and that town is full of gratitude 
and appreciates the life-saving val- 
ue these nurse aids have been to 
its people. 

“Fifty aids were sent out of At- 
lanta by the southern division to 
help in the towns rendered most 
helpless by the epidemic and war 
conditions, and here in Atlanta the 
work of our graduates has been sim- 
ilarly edifving. 

“For five days our 
cared for the orphans in a neigh- 
boring home afflicted by the flu, 
their work carried on day and night; 
for two weeks they took the places 
of nurses in another children’s home, 
and helped all over the city in cases 
of need. 

“In the future,” continued Mr. 
Thornton, “a woman is not going 
to be considered educated unless she 
is equipped to do her part in the 
essential womanly program the Red 
Cross classes in dletetics, home care 
of the sick. and elementary hygiene 
provide. It is a knowledge essen- 
tial in the home fn time of health, 
and to insure health, as well as in 
time of sickness. 

“Our classes are wotng to be con- 
tinued, we trust, with a larger pa- 
tronage than ever, now that anxi-

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Women War Workers 
Must Stay Organized, 
Says Defense Head 


“To the Women of America” is an- 
nounced the following message from 
the chairman of the women's com- 
mitte, Council of National De- 
fense, Dr. Anna Howard Shaw: 

The victory for which America has 
organized and labored, sacrificed ani 
borne, is about to be ours. Al- 
though a period of months must 
elapse before the declaration of 
peace, the enemy 1s vanquished and 
we may look forward to the end of 
the Great War as Imminent. 

Toward the accomplishment of 
this victory, the women of America 
have contributed their part. Wheth- 
er we were asked to save food, to 
enter industry in the places men 
had hitherto filled, to make band- 
ages for the wounded, to sell and 
buy bonds, to give up. husbands, 
brothers and sons to the danger of 
death or to cross the hazardous 
seas and stand beside them as 
nurses, we have responded by the 
thousands or hundred thousands as 
the call demandea. 

This task is not finished with the 
imminence of victory, not even with 
victory itself. The work of the 
women of America will not be done 
until the fruits of victory shall in- 
clude the making of America a bet- 
ter, safer place for all the children 
than it was before August, 1914. 

This is not reconstruction; it is 
not even readjustment. There must 
be a measure of both and both in- 
clude problems in which women and 
their interests are a serious factor 
and in the solution of which they 
must have a voice. This is an in- 
tention that our sacrifices shall not 
have been in vain. It is a Yealiza- 
tion of the aim for which we made 
them. 

In war time, it was found that 
what had been called ‘“‘woman’s in- 
terests,”’ namely, food, thrift, health, 
morals, were the interests of a whole 
people and had an integral part in 
the organization for victory. It 
was also found that they were in- 
timately tied up with the great 
financial, industrial programs. In 
peace times, they will no less be 
the interests of the whole nation, 
and in the realization of war aims, 
they have an important place. 

For all these reasons it is im- 
perktive that there shall be no de- 
mobilization of the woman power of 
America. It must remain organized, 
equipped and ready for action. We 
do not know the program that will 
be laid before us; we cannot say 
what our part in it will be. We 
only know, in a general way, what 
some of the problems will be. There 
will be those things that women 
have ever held dear: The safe- 
guarding of little children, the ed- 
ucation of youth, the health of a 
people and such great tasks as sup- 
plying to every willing worker, a 
job and providing for the whole 
world food. 3ut what we do know 
is: There can be no great perform- 
ance in which women do not play a 
part. 

Our present duty, then, is to emu- 
Jate our brothers and sons in France. 
There the men wait with vigilance 
as keen as ever, ready to spring 
to action at the word of command, 
whether that wurd be to attack 
the enemy again, or to garrison a 
vanquished foe. We, no more than

MISCELLANIES. 


A handful of programs and press 
criticisms from a music-loving 
friend in Boston recording the mu- 
sic she has enjoyed for the past 
two weeks or so, each program or 
criticism annotated with bright bits 
of personal opinion, gives luminat- 
ing suggestion of the ftllness of 
the life of the music-lover in the 
intellectual New England city. 

Philip Hale and Olin Downes re- 
view the fourth concert of the sea- 
son by the Boston Symphony orches- 
tra, and both critics agree in their 
praise of the new conductor, Henri 
Rabaud, who, Mr. Downes says, 
grows on one. “His reading of 
standard orchestral works is never 
slavish routine, and is always dis- 
tinguished by the utmost conviction 
and good taste.” Of his reading of 
the San Saint Saens symphony in 
C minor, he says: “it may Be added 
that Saint-Saens’ work had not been 
dreamed of as possessing so much 
force and formal grandeur as it was 
seen to have under Mr. Rabaud’s 
baton yesterday. His performance 
was literally a revelation of the 
composition.” 

The review is inclosed of a Hof- 
mann recital by the same two crit- 
ics, both of whom praise his per- 
formance, but Hale incites the wrath 
of the correspondent because he ob- 
jects to Hofmann’'s unwavering ad- 
herence to the classics to the exclu- 
sion of the moderns. Mr. Downes 
gives all credit to Mr. Hofmann for 
having the art and the hardihood to 
stick to the classics. And right here 
it may be appropriate to quote 
James Huneker again, when he 
says: “This may be the opinion of 
one man—as Lillian Russell, a great 
thinker, has defined all criticism. 

A program of the Music Lovers’ 
club of Boston, which presents 
George Copeland, pignist, in recital,

Tales of bravery on the part of 
the “fighting engineers” of the | 
United States army abroad keep 
coming back from the front, bear- 
ing testimony to the caliber of 
American manhood in a]l branches 
of the service. 

The latest brings the story of the 
decoration of an entire company of 
engineers, which suffered the heav- 
iest casualties, in recent fightin®. 
In this company was Sergeant Stew- 
art P. Wilson, of Atlanta, and, in 
addition to his company citation, he 
also treasures a Croix de Guerre 
from the French government for 
personal bravery—one for the breast 
and a smallep one for the coat 
lapel. 

In a letter to Dr. Joe Jacobs, 
whose chauffeur he was, Sergeant 
Wilson tells of the wiping out of 
most orf his company in the recent 
fighting; and how _ the survivors 
have been placed in other com- 
panies, since not enough of the old 
organization remains to form a new 
company around. 

In this fighting he was wounded 
in the arm, and has for several 
weeks been behind the lines re- 
cuperating. That the wound is not 
serious is implied by his statement 
that he ts looking ‘forward to the 
time when he can get back to the 
xzood old WU. &. . and pilot ‘Dr. 
Jacobs around the streets of At- 
lanta. He is now with the Sixth 
company of the Twentieth engi- 
neers. 

Sergeant Wilson was driving Dr. 
Jacobs on a trip to Charleston on 
the day that war was declared. Two 
days later he was back in Atlanta 
and had entered the service. He 
went across shortly afterwards, and 
has seen active service tn many

Wounded Atlantan | 
Describes Rejoicing 
In Paris Over Peace 


The following is a letter received 
Saturday by Frank H. Moses, fa- 
ther’ of Bugler William Francis 
Moses, whose name appears today 
on the casualty hist as wounded in 
action: 

“Paris, France, Noy. 12, 1918. 

“Dear Father: You ought to see 
this town now. We, or at least the 
French, have declared two national 
holidays, yesterday and today. 
Everybedy is in good humor and 
having a fine time. If you were 
at the Southeastery fair last year 
on the last Saturday, you know a 
little about how every street in 
Paris looks now. I suppose it is 
a great relief after four years of 
strain and sorrow to be suddenly re- 
lieved. 

“Weare working on the Avenue des 
Champs Elysee, just two blocks away 
from L’Are de Triomphe, which is 
the “Arc” under which all victorious 
French armies march when they 
come back from war. 

“When Germany beat France in 
1870 there was a heavy chain built 
around the “Arc” which was not to 
be removed until a victorious French 
army. entered Paris. The great day 
will be when:+the armies march 
back under the “Are” and down the 
Avenue des Champs Elysee. The 
buildings along the avenue were 
leased long ago for the coming event 
so that we are very lucky to be on 
the street. I don’t know when this 
will come off, but lt hope that I am 
here. 

“J am still working in the chief 
purchasing office and am getting 
promoted: if getting more work and 
responsibility can be called promo- 
tion.

CURRENT EVENTS F ROM A WOMAN'S POINT OF VIEW 


W ork for the Georgia Council of Defense 


That the work of the State Councils of Defense are not over, and 
that the work of the women’s committees are expected to be as active 
as at any time during the war, is proven in the program of work which 
is coming daily from the Council of National Defense in Washington, 


through its field division directors. 


For food production and conservation and for thrift in all depart- 
ments of living, State Councils of Defense are directed to work continu- 
ously and actively. The county chairmen are urged to pass this mes- 
sage on, and to observe especially the necessity more recently for con- 


serving meat. 


Simultaneously comes the request to the State Councils 


of Defense that in each state, they with their organized forces, get 


back of the war savings. 


This is most vitally necessary in Georgia, 


where the pledges have not been redeemed, and must be in order to 
pull Georgia up in the records of those states making patriotic history. 

To help the Red Cross in the Christmas membership roll call, 
comes with marked force in the president’s call that all the people of 
the nation “come into the comradesip of the Red Cross,” the member- 
ship drive from December 16 to 23. . 

To remind the legal committees of each state working under the 
direction of tite Council of Defense, to continue their work is another 
urgent message, for when the soldier comes home he will need legal 
advice along many lines, and he has been promised he will receive it. 

Community singing the Council of Defense urges as a carrying 
influence in the great spirit of patriotism, which has brought the people 


of all elements, classes and conditions together. 


Through this depart- 


ment of the council work eighty different communities in Georgia held 
community singing at 4 o’clock the afternoon of Thanksgiving, singing 
the national anthems and similar patriotic music, 

To mitigate the present dangerous conditions pertaining to every

What her patience, her hardships and her 


sacrifices have been, the world will never know, for as a distinguished 


American woman writer said, after 


visiting a French military hospital, 


“The time for rest never came for the nurse.” 
“The patient, no matter what his sufferings were, had somebody 
to help him rest—to alleviate his sufferings and to offer him aid. The 


world was ministering to him and praying for his rest. 


But the moment 


the time came for the nurse to rest, there would come to her the an- 
nouncement.that another group of wounded had arrived, and she must 
pass on to them in her faithful service. 

“She has been the nurse, the mother, the sweetheart, the loving 
friend, and she has carried the spirit of many a dying boy happily 


on to the great beyond. She has 


written the letter home that told 


the sad story and then gone on with her work.”

To be a Red Cross nurse a student must not only have the spirit 
to serve, and the strength and the industry, but she must be willing to 


study and work to equip herself for it. 


The Red Cross still requires 


that a woman have three years’ training for the high service she is 


to render under the banner of the Red Cross. 


A high school certificate 


is necessary before a young woman can enter an accredited nurse 


school. 


Two years of training and a year’s experience in a hospital 


of not less than fifty beds are among the requirements before a student 
nurse can finally wear the insignia and enjoy the honors of the graduate 


Red Cross nurse. 


To maintain this high standing in the nursing profession is one 


that should hold especially now in 


the crisis which is going to follow 


the war, and which is going to take the trained nurse into many de- 


partments of reconstruction work.

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CHARLIE P. SUBER, 
WRITES OF WAR 


In a letter to his parents, Chartie 
P. Suber, a member of the 324th in. 
fantry, Eighty- second division, re- 
lates some very interesting experi- 
ences in the recent fighting in Ar- 
gonne forest, in which he partici- 
pated. Young Suber was raised in 
Campbell county, Ga., and resided 
here about one year, where he was 
connected with the Campbell Gro- 
cery company. He entered the serv- 
ice in May, 1917. Following are 
some interesting extracts from the 
letter, which is dated October 30: 

“T have had some experience since 
writing last. Suppose I have done 
éverything that Empey or any one 
else ever died, but probably not as 
many wonderful things. Have been 
‘over’ three times, and haven't got- 
ten a scratch yet. How I did it, I 
can’t tell. } 

“Men were falling all around me, 
and bullets have not missed me more 
than two inches. I have also been 
covered in dirt from exploding shells. 
I staved in the lines fifteen days. 
and am back now at a field hospita) 
to recuperate. Am not sick or hurt, 
but was ‘all in’ from exposure. Am 
all right now, and am booked to 
zo back to my company. As the say- 
ing is, ‘It is a great life if you can 
stand it.’ I lay in one shell hole 
thirty hours. 

“It was a tough battle, but we 
drove them back for more than a 
mile, and the ground was covered 
with dead ‘Boche.’ Am thankful that 
I am alive and unhurt. I know you 
all have been praying for my safety, 
and am sure it was your prayers 
‘that saved me.”

Mrs. Goodhart, in addressing her 
chairmen in a letter sent out yes- 
terday, says: 

“Because of the efficient service 
rendered by the women of the state 
in the United War Work campaign, 
just ended, the government has ask- 
ed that our machinery be kept in- 
tact and utilized for the collection 
of war savings stamps pledges yet 
outstanding in every county of the 
estate, and which must be redeemed 
not later than December 31, 1918. 

“You know the. woman’s commit- 
tee, Council of National Defense, has 
had charge of woman’s work in the 
war savings stamp drive, and each 
county council chairman automati- 
cally became chairman of the wom- 
an’s committee in her county. Mra. 
Samuel M. Inman, state chairman of 
that committee, helped us most won- 
derfully in our campaign, and we 
want to reciprocate now by helping 
her. She has asked me to serve as 
director of the state woman’s com- 
mittee in the collection of these 
pledges, and because I felt I could 
count on you to help I have agreed 
80: @o ft. Pulling togther women 
can accomplish anything. And the 
reputation of our state its at stake 
in this.” 

A Debt of Honor. 

In a statement for The Constitu- 
tion yesterday, Mrs. Goodhart said: 

“This is not a new movement. It 
is merely the infusion of new spirit 
into a movement left uncompleted. 

“The twenty-five million dollars 
of Georgia’s pledge in war savings 


which has not been redeemed is a 
debt of honor. The government hag 
extended our time to the first of 
the year to clear ourselves of this 
obligation, the money to pay for 
war and after-war expenditures al- 
ready contracted for. 

“Honor to a woman is the great- 
est thing in life. She is no less 
eager than the men of Georgia that 
her state should stand clear and 
clean and honorable before her 
country.

& virtual agreement exists in some States between these 
merchant Oculists and “Dispensing Opticians.” In 
effect the Oculist agrees to boost these Opticians, 
providing they do not sell glasses except on an order 
from an Oculist. Consequently, in order that these 
Opticians may make trade for themselves, they get 
some one to write exaggerated advertising matter of 
such character as is calculated to make trade for the 
Oculists. The Optician, who is absolutely ignorant 
‘of all diseased indication of the eye, and of the science 
of Optometry, being himself a mere mechanic, must 
necessarily have some one supplying him with his 
advertising matter—which, owing to his ignorance 
of the subject he can not know the truthfulness of, or 
if it be not the truth; and he therefore stoops to the 
level of a hireling and for the business consideration 
involved publishes it over his own name. If the 
advertising matter is furnished by a clique of Oculists 
they virtually violate their code of ethics and stoop 
to the plane of the unfair merchant. 


A deal exists in some States between these merchant Ocu- 
lists and some Optical houses, whereby the Oculist 
sends his patients to the optical house with a pre- 
scription for glasses and the Oculist is given a com- 
mission On every order filled. High prices are the 
rule, the Oculist getting his “rake-off” of possibly 
50 per cent or more at the end of each month and 
the patient getting the worst of the deal.

As the little party of Belgian 
ministers entered the citvw the morn- 
ing of November 11, accompanted 
by Majors Lee and Van Schaick, as 
representatives of the American 
Red Cross, the long-pent-up- feel- 
ings oi the native inhabitants of 
the capital found expression in a 
tumultuous demonstration. 

Hailed as their ‘deliverers, 
Americans were hoisted upon the 
shoulders the crowd and were 
carried up the steps of the city hall 
All along the route they were sur- 
rounded by thousands, singing and 
shouting, and showered with flow- 
ers.

Sarisbury Court, Near Southamp- 
ton, November 9$.—I wish that the

side me today and seen the lowing 
herd wind slowly o’er the lea head- 
ed by a wounded but convalescent 
doughboy from North Carolina 
wearing an American Red Cross 
“comforts bag” on his head in lieu 
of a cap. I imagine that this sight, 
one of the most gladdening ones, 
considering all the circumstances, 
that I have ever “lamped,” would 
have given the gpectre of the long- 
departed bard the poetic inspira- 
tion of its existence, both corporeal 
and spiritual, and that, upon its re- 
turn to Nirvana, it would have sat 
itself down and penned another 
“Elegy” that would have made the 
original one appear like the effort 
of some mere amateur! 

This war—maybe it will be the 
late war by the time you read this— 
one that has brought many 
kaleidoscopic changes, but it is 
hard to im&gine a more striking one 
than the spectacle of a bunch of 
young Americans in hospital o!‘ue, 
who a bare month ago were fighting 
as “shock” troops at St. Quentin 
and Mount Kemmel, calmly con- 
ducting a herd of beautiful Jersey 
and Guernsey cows through a part 
of one of the loveliest and most 
peaceful’ landscapes in rural Eng- 
land.

“A year ago, when tha food sup- 
ply situation in England and the 
Channel islands was a source of 
the greatest anxiety to the authori- 
ties, the Americans living in the 
land of plenty voluntarily rationed 


themselves in order that we might 
have enough to eat. And they are 
still doing so. 

“At the most critical moment In 
the history of this righteous war, 
America came tb our assistance. 
might have been defeat and degra- 
dation into glorious victory. What 
can we do in return? 

“The American Red Cross is erect- 
ing a hospital with 3,000 beds at 
Sarisbury Court, near Southampton, 
and has purchased a large area of 
land surrounding it for a farm ca- 
pable of supplying all its dairy and 
other needs. 

“Mr. F. S. Peer, a Guernsey farmer, 
has given his services for planning 
and stocking this farm. It has been 
suggested that it would be a gra- 
cious act on the part of Gurnsey 
farmers to stock the farm with 
Guernsey cows.” 

As a result of this appeal, a mass 
meeting of the farmers and cattle 
breeders of the island was held un- 
der the patronage of the Farmers’ 
association and Agricultural society, 
at which the scheme was approved 
and immediately put into effect. 
Special license for the export of the 
selected cattle was then secured.

BONDS AND GOOD ROADS. 

The idea of developing the high- 
way systems of the various states 
by the bonding method and the tax- 
ing of motor vehicles as the means 
of carrying the issues and eventu- 
ally of paying for them, is being 


generally adopted. a 
The states, one by one, are ac- 


cepting this as an excellent method 
of highway improvement. 

‘The Constitution has for years 
urged Georgia to adopt this as the 


most feasible, economical and ef- 
fective means of bringing this 
state’s highway system up to the 
standard set by other states. 


In the magazine section of this 
issue of The Constitution that idea 
is forcefully presented by W. P. 
Neel, chief engineer of the state 
highway department, who recom- 
mends that Georgia bond itself for 
$40,000,000 for highway development 
purposes, showing, by a carefully 
worked-out analysis, how the motor 
vehicles of this state can carry the 
bonds and redeem them at the end: 
of twenty years under an assess- 
ment averaging not to exceed $20 
each per annum. 


Under the plan presented in de- 
tail Mr. Neel maintains that 2,370 
miles of hard-surface roads and 
1,370 miles of graded and top-soiled 
roads, traversing every county and 
touching every county seat in the 
state, can be built with the returns 
from five consecutive annual bond 
issues of $8,000,090 each, and paid 
for in twenty years without costing | 
the non-automobile-ownirig taxpayer 
a cent! 

Other states have demonstrated 
that such a thing can be done; oth- 
er states, in fact, are doing it. 

Then, why cannot Georgia do it? 

In a communication appearing in 
another column of this page Leland 
J. Henderson, Fort Worth, Texas, 
secretary of the Dixie Overland 
Highway association, tells of the 
progress the states of the west 
have made and are making in the’ 
direction of highway improvements 
by the employment of this method. 

Mr. Henderson has just returned 
from an automobile tour from Sa- 
vannah to San Diego and Seattle, 
upon which he says he found “that 
in Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Texas, New Mexico, Arizona, Cali- 
fornia, Oregon and Washington all 
constructed roads were better than 
those of Georgia.” 

He also found, he says, that those | 
states having the best roads are 
proceeding with their highway con- 
struction programs with funds real- 
ized from an automobile tax, sup- 


plemented with federal-aid money;as a 


—which is available alike to all 
states on a pro rata apportionment 
basis—and he further remarks that 
“it goes without saying that every 
state adopting this plan issued bonds 


might be practiced.” { 

This plan has been adopted by 
several progressive states as a 
means of highway development. At 
the last general election Illinois, by 
an overwhelming vote, approved a 
constitutional amendment opening 
thé way to a bond issue for $60,- 
000,000 for state highway develop- 
ment, and the bonds will be re- 
deemed by funds to be derived from 
motor vehicle taxation; and it is 
interesting to note that the main 
workers for the bond issue amend- 
ment were the automobile and 
truck owners themselves upon 
whom the burden of paying the 
bonds will fall!

THE TEXAS SYSTEM. 


When the Washington legislature 
convenes next January it will be 
asked to enact a law applying to 
that state the so-called Texas sys- 
tem of holding public elections. 


This system, which is adaptable 
for use in connection with the Aus- 
tralian ballot or with any other 
general election system, simply pro- 
vides for the counting of votes 
while the election is in progress. 


There is nothing complicated 
about it; one set of election offi- 
cials begins counting the votes an 
hour, say, after the polls open, sub- 
stituting an empty ballot box for 
the one containing the ballots that 
have been voted.

A BENEFICENT BONFIRE.

opium by fire in order to prevent 
its consumption by the population. 

The opium about to be burned at 
Shanghai—if it has not already 
been burned—is valued at $14,900,- 
000. It was purchased by the Chi- 
nese government from foreign opi- 
um merchants who intended to sell 


it to the Chinese people; but, badly | 


as the Celestial republic needs 
money, it felt that it could by far 
better afford to make a bonfire of 
$14,000,000 than to permit the drug 
to reach the people. 

One of the first policies enun- 
ciated by the new Chinese regime, 
fundamental means of letting 
in the light of progress, was to go 
to grips with the drug evil. Scien- 
tists and the progressive minds of 
China were agreed that the dried 
juice of the poppy more than any- 
thing else was the main cause of 
The 
greater part of the population was 
addicted to the drug habit, and as 
a result the whole nation had for 
centuries been in sort of a stupor. 

When the new Chinese authori- 
ties set about a reformation plan 
they began by forbidding the use of 
opium, by banning the queue, by 
adoption of modern and occidental 
dress, by discarding the barbaric 
and inhumane practice of retarding 
the development of girls’ feet, and 
by relegating other archaic and 
detrimental racial customs and 
habits. | : 

Of course, there, as has been the 
case here when certain beneficial 
reforms have been proposed, the re-

' This box holds a geography, an 
arithmetic, a physiology, several 
volumes of good short stories, a life 
1 of the heroes, the story of the rise 
of liberty. extracts from the Bible, 
the New Testament, and the books 
are printed in the language of the 
| Bulgarian, the Austrian, the Bo- 
hemian, the Hungarian. In these 
prison camps are Y. M. C. A. teach- 
ers, and voung English, American 
or French soldiers, who give one 
hour to the instruction of these 


ie prisoners. 


Wherever it is possible instruction 
is given in typewriting, telegraphy, 
shorthand, the making of shoes, the 
i work of the tailor, and the black- 
smith. Multitudes of these prison- 
ers are ignorant and stupid peasants. 
Never before have they been out in 
| the world.” Before they entered the 
jarmy they had been day laborers; 
for the first time they have had a 
chance to study the means of earns 
ing their livelihood. Oftentimes 
they have received better food in the 
prison camps than they had in the 
German or Austrian army. Not in- 
frequently the prisoners say boldly 
that the barbed wire cage has 
wrought great good for them. These 
prisoners owe institutions like the 


Y. M. C. A. an immeasurable debt: 
and the Kk. C., the Hebrew Union 
and the Salvation Army.

way of physical instruction and the 
classes, where they learn how to 
read and write, with the rudiments 
of history, physiology and arithme- 
tic is the moral instruction. The drill 
in the art of right living is man’s 
chiefest need. 

Long ago Socrates said, “The brick 
mason prides himself because he has 
built ten rows of brick, and ilfted 
the wall higher. The farmer prides 
himself in that he has assembled a 
stock of hay, and the merchant is 
proud because his little pile of gold 
has grown.” I pride myself on this, 
that last night when I reviewed the 
events of the day I found that I had 
become a better man.’ 

The whole philosophy of manhood 
is in that sentence of Socrates— 
man’s first duty is to grow. The 
child’s body grows through food and 
exercise; the  soldier’s intellect 
grows through Knowledge and re- 
flection; vitalized knowledge comes 
by observation and conversation, 
turned over in the mind until it is 
thoroughly digested and made one’s 


own. The peasant lives in his little 
field. and the horizon is near at 
hand. The traveled man has become 


a citizen of the two or three coun- 
tries he has visited, but a scholar 
is a citizen of the wide-lving uni- 
verse. German autocracy expresses 
its spirit in starving, flogging the 
prisoners, and breaking their health 
and spirit. 

The spirit of liberty. expressed by 
the allies, finds its opportunity in 
helping the prisoners, of whatsoever 
enemy race. Any so-called civiliza- 
tion of the Hun, that can treat pris- 
oners as Von Hindenburg has treat- 
ed his captives, is doomed in advance 
and cannot survive. On the other 
hand, nothing can injure the spirit 
of liberty, that is expressing itself tn 
the diffusion of knowledge among 
the captured Austrians, Huns and 
Bulgarians, through these books that 
have been printed in their own lJan- 
fuage and placed in their hands by 
the W. M. C. A. workers. Many a 
captive in an Italian of a French 
prison camp will in later vears look 
back to these months as to golden 


hours, when for the first time the 
door opened into the temple of 
knowledge, wisdom and practical 
Success,

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Georgia Roads Not Up to 
Standard in Other States; 
Bonds the Remedy 


Editor Constitution: I have been 
following with interest your work 
for good roads in Georgia. Especial- 
ly have I been impressed with your 


g00d roads editoriaYs during the 
War. 
Georgia bas much to be proud 


‘of in her highway development, but 
'T must confess that her road advan- 
tages are attributable to natural 
conditions more than to her pro- 
gram for construction. 


T was especially convinced of this | 


‘during my recent ear trip from Sa- 
vannah to San Diego and Seattle, 
and return. 


To illustrate: 1 found that in Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, 
New Mexico, Arizona, California, 
Oregon and Washington, all con- 
structed roads were better than 
those of Georgia.. The lowest type 
of construction being Gorrectly lo- 
cated and graded highways with 
gravel surface. I also traveled over 
many hundreds of miles of high- 
ways surfaced with wood block, 
brick, concrete and bithulitic com- 
pounds, such as Warrenite. 

I was much impressed by the ad- 
vantage all of these states man- 
ifested in road construction and 
more or less thoroughly investigat- 
ed the plans of each. 

I found two pronounced differ- 
ences between their practice and 
that of Georgia. They are, first, 
each state has adopted a plan of 
highways to be constructed; second, 
with state aid. 

I also. investigate@™ plans for 
financing .and found that all of the 
states which have adopted the plan 
of raising funds by means of an au- 
tomobile tax were making the most 
rapid advancement. This method of 
financing also met with the most 
rapid advancement. This method 
‘of financing also met with the most 
favor amoug the taxpayers. It 

goes without saying that every 
state adopting this plan issued bonds 
in order that the greatest economy 
might be practiced. 

Georgia needs a law which will 
provide the necessary money with 
authority to expend same on a sys- 
tem of designated state highways 
under the direction of state high- 
way engineers. I have carefully 
studied the plans now in the office 
of the state department of engi- 
neers and heartily indorse same, I 
hope you have studied them and 
will give your powerful support.

Not all get official recog- 
nition, very few in comparison with 
the deeds accomplished. 

“Just go along and tackle every- 
thing that comes.” Corporal Kerr 
voiced the inner knowledge of every 
| soldier on each of the scattered bat- 
tle fronts, whether it be amidst the 
mud of Flanders or the sands of 
Mesopotamia. Tackle everything as 
it comes, for in the light of duty 
done lies the full accomplishment of 
the hero.

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! Tremendous Gbstacles in Pathway 


Of Peace at Versailles Council 


Greatest of Problems Fac- 
ing Conference Will Be 
Question of Unstable 
Governments in Both 
Germany and Austria. 


FORMATION OF LEAGUE 
OF NATIONS IS ANOTHER 
HARD TASK AWAITING 


This Idea, Which Is Not 
New One, if to Be Main 
Purpose of Agreement, 
Will Mean No Imposi- 
tion of Punishment on 
Nations Which Brought 
on War — Comparisons 
Made With Congress of 
Vienna.

The approach of the hour when 
the representatives of the various 
nations which have, for more than 
four years, been at war, will meet 
at Versailles to frame a document 
restoring peace has served to con- 
centrate the attention of the world 
upon the possibilities and the prob- 
abilities of what must prove the 
most momentous international as- 
sembly since the congress of Vien- 
na. And yet, despite the intensity 
of world interest, the problems and 
the difficulties which must be sur- 
mounted are as yet little understood 
particularly in the United States. 

We have had since November 11 
one of the most dramatic and 
astounding pageants in all human 
history. We have seen the sur- 
render of a great nation on the bat- 
tlefield, followed by the swift rev- 
olution within that country which 
has swept away all the old land- 
marks, all the famillar forms of gov- 
ernment. And while the great en- 
emy, Germany, was surrendering 
and transforming itself, Austria- 
Htungary has resolved itself into a 
chaos of races, At the moment 
when the discussion of peace is im- 
minent we are not in the least cer- 
tain that we shall have in the case 
of the two larger nations with which 
we have been at war any recog- 
nized government, speaking witb the 
sanction of the German people, or 
any ecnceivable group of representa- 
lives, collectively speaking for whut 
was a month ago the Hapsburg 
empire. 

Greatest Obstacle. 

And this is the first and great- 
est obstacle which lies in the path- 
way of the Versailles congress. If 
Germany shall now eschew Russian 
pathways and find swift and sat- 
isfactory methods of restoring do- 
mestic tranquility and attaining 
such governmental unity as to en- 
able her to send to Versailles dele- 
gates speaking for the German peo- 
ple and authorized and capable of 
binding the German people to the 
agreements there made, the under- 
takings in the way of territorial ces- 
sions and financial reparations, then 
the task will be simplified. But 
what evidence have we vet to war- 
rant belief that this will be possible? 
Moerover, if it is not, how can we, 
in fact, achieve peace with our re- 
cent enemy at Veisailles? 

In the past the beaten nation or 
coalition of nations in the great 
wars of history have survived with 
their national integrity undestroved 
l“rance, after 1870, changed from an 
empire to a republic, but the repre- 
sentatives of the third republic 
spoke with full and unquestioned 
authority, their signatures to. the 
vreliminary armistice and the de- 
finijitive document of Frankfort were 
honored by their countrymen and 
unchallenged by their foes. When 
Napoleon abdicated at Fontainebleu 
in 1814, his conquerors placed a 
Bourbon on the French throne and 
made peace with him. This peace, 
for the moment suspended by the 
return from Elba, was nevertheless 
repeated in a new treaty of Paris 
after Waterloo and honored alike by 
France and her conquerors. 

By contrast, after Russia fell and 
the Bolshevik rose to power there 
was no one with whom the Germans 
eould satisfactorily conclude peace, 
and we had the amazing spectacle 
of Trotsky and his associates quit- 
ting Brest-Litovsk refusing to sign 
a treaty which they could not re- 
fuse to accept. Since that time, 
moreover, there has been a condi- 


tion of anarchy in Russia and no 
man could or can clearly under- 
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stand what is the situation. German 
armies have occupied Russian ter- 
ritory and organized independent 
states on old Russian soil, but even 
the Germans recognized long before 
they finally yielded to the western 
nations, that the settlement of 
Brest-Litovsk was no settlement. 

We have then the clear possibility 
that what happened in the case of 
Russia will now occur in the case 
of Germany. The revolution in the 
former German empire may rapidly 
or slowly march to the chaos which 
has existed in Russia for more than 
a year and a half. If it does, we 
can occupy such portions of the 
German territory as we choose, 
Germany is helpless; we can make 
such provisional arrangements as 
may please us, but we cannot come 
at the German nation, we cannot 
settle anything, we cannot do more 
than decide upon such measures as 
we, the western nations, may col- 
lectively deem necessary to protect 
France and Belgium from German 
revolutionary attacks and occupy 
such German provinces as we may 
feel are sufficient to serve as guar- 
antees of a future payment by 
Germany of the claims we hold 
against her, when she does achieve 
national reintegration. 

Question of Austria. 

With respect to Austria, we can 
settle the question of the frontiers 
between the several nationalities 
into which the Hapsburg empire has 
resolved itself. ‘nese several 
states can act as nations and ac- 
cept the territorial changes. They, 
together with Bulgaria and Tur- 
key, will be definite entities, unless 
they, in turn all or in part,. suc- 
cumb to socialistic and Bolshevik 
revolutions; or, declining allied ar- 
bitration, fight among themselves, 

But it is with Germany that we 
must really make peace, for it is 
the German who has been our great 
enemy and with him we have to 
make the main settlement. And if 
Germany resolves itself into Rus- 
Sian anarchy then we can only 
choose between waiting at the 
Rhine until anarchy has passed and 
sending our armies into Germany 
to restore order and reorganize the 
nation against its will. 
problem now before us in the case 
of Russia, and it seems very far 
from solution. 

Such, then, is the first great ob- 
stacle in the pathway of those who 
are to meet at Versailles. Nor is it 
less clear that, even though Ger- 
many presently achieve national po- 
litical reintegration, sueh reinte- 
gration as permits her to send 
representatives to Versailles able 
and authorized to speak for a people 
and a nation itself capable of ob- 
serving the decisions accepted by its 
representatives, there is bound to be 
a very considerable loss of time. So 
far from a prompt settlement and 
a speedy signing of a treaty of 
peace, the best hope must be that, 
after serious delays, but without 
temporary adjournment until anew 
German revolution has nassed, Ger- 
many will be able to send dele- 
gates having the same potentiali- 
ties as those of Britain, France or 
the United States. 

So much for the first obstacle. But 
there is a second only less imposing. 
At Versailles two things are to be 
sought and they are by no means 
easy to harmonize. We, the con- 
querors of Germany, are going to 
impose upon Germany the sentence 
of the civilized world. We are going 
to make her pay for her crimes in 
two ways. We are going to deprive 
her of certain provinces inhabited 
by people who are German, not by 
their own wish, but by the decision 
of the sword in the past. We are 
Soing to free the Danes, the Poles 
and the inhabitants of Alsace-Lor- 
raine. In addition, we are going to 
compel Germany to pay anywhere 
from $10,000,000,000 to $20,000,000,000 
as reparation for wanton injuries 
done in defiance of the accepted 


‘rules of war. 


This is one number of the pro- 
gram. But in addition, we, with the 
Germans, are to frame a new inter- 
national system, a league of na- 
tions Which is to regulate all inter- 
national relations in the future, 
serve as a superstate, with police 
power and with many other powers 
over the whole body of nations, such 
as have heretofore been exercised 
only by the central government 
And unless 
Germany is a willing and sincere 
partner in this enterprise the league 
of nations will be a failure, for its 
Success must rest upon its univer- 
sality. With Germany out, it is no 
more than a perpetuation of the 
existing alliance against Germany. 
Moreover, Germany may easily, if 
the Reds gain control, join hands 
with the Russian Reds, and then 
we shall have the old situation of 
rival alliances once more. 

League of Nations, 

Now. much of this is familiar 
ground. There is nothing new about 
the league of nations, and after a 
long and exhausting general war 
men have before sought some in- 
surance through international com- 
bination. Thus when Napoleon was 
defeated the sovereigns of Europe 
combined in a holy alliance. They 
united against what they conveived 
to. be the peril to peace of their time, 
namely, republican ideas. They in- 


‘cluded France in the alliance because 
'they were \able to place one of 


Traine by conquest. 
This is the, 


themselves, a duly authenticated 
king, upon the French throne. 

But in facing the same difficulty 
that must now be faced again the 
conquerors of Napoleon were far 
more logical than the victors of the 
present hour. They desired to pre- 
vent a new outbreak like the French 
revolution with its twenty-odd years 
of consequent wars. But they real- 
ized that this would be impossible 
if they undertook to write a treaty 
which imposed upon France any 
such burdens as would awaken per- 
manent resentment in the minds of 
the French people. Therefore they 
sacrificed their claims against 
France in the main, giving the 
French people almost complete im- 
munity from punishment as a bribe 
to win them to the new order. 

Actually, the situation was this: 
For more than twenty years French 
armies had overrun Europe, making 
war in foreign countries, enlisting 
the subjects, requisitioning the 
funds. The revolution, and Napo- 
leon after it. had made war at the 
expense of the enemy, and France 
was free from debt at the hour when 
the emperor abdicated. Here was a 
clear warrant for indemnities, a 
clear chance for retributive justice, 
but the conquerors deliberately put 
it aside. They deprived France of 
her conquests, they restricted her 
practically to the limits of 1789, but 
there they left it, and the additional 
burdens placed upon the nation after 
Napoleon had returned and regained 
power, only to fall at Waterloo, 
were, in fact, insignificant. 

The result was that France for the 
moment accepted Louis XVIII. and 
the Bourbons. No permanent resent- 
ment was engendered against the 
conquerors of Napoleon as a result 
of the treaty of peace. In due 
course of time France upset the 
Bourbons, then the Orleanists, re- 
turned to the Bonapartes and then 
exiled Napoleon MTIII., but the only 
modifications of the territorial ar- 
rangements of the Napoleonic set- 
tlement, so far as France was con- 
cerned, were the acquisition of Sa- 
voy and Nice by vote of the inhabi- 
tants and the loss of Alsace-Lor- 
The Holy Alli- 
ance was a failure, because it was 
an effort to turn back the tide of 


; human progréss, but the treaty its 


founders fran.ed with France stood 
the test of time. 

Now it would be conceivable that 
should the victors of the present war 
follow the example of those of a 
century before, remit to Germany 
their just claims for indemnities, 
content themselves with taking for 
France Alsace-Lorraine and distrib- 
uting German éolonies as they chose, 
they might successfully establish 
some orderly regime in Germany 
and, in negotiating with it, formu- 
late a constitution of a league of 
nations. Remember, I am not fora 
single moment suggesing this as 
right, justor proper course. On the 
contrary, it would,in my judgement, 
be singularly inequitable and intol- 
erable. But if the league of na- 
tions is the chief concern of the 
peace congress, this would offer a 
way, and I think the only conceiv- 
able way, of bringing Germany 
into it. 

If, by contrast, we proceed to 
frame our demands and impose them 
upon Germany, Alsace-Lorraine, 
Schleswig, Prussian Poland, with 
Danzig, the German colonies and an 
indemnity of ten to twenty billions, 
in what spirit will the German peo- 
ple be with respect to a league of 
nations, organized by their enemies 
who have just imposed upon them 
this terrific sentence? And grant- 
ing that Germany succeeds in es- 
tablishing some sort of government 
which sends duly authorized dele- 
gates to Versailles, will that gov- 
ernment be able to obtain ratifica- 
tion of its treaty from the German 
people, or will it and the treaty 
both be repudiated? 

The Fatal Dilemma. 

This, to my mind, is the fatal 
dilemma which grows out of the 
combination of two wholly dissim!- 
lar objectives at Versailles. It was 
the dilemma faced by the conquer- 
ors of Napoleon, who were as eager 
as are the victors today to get some 
insurance against the terrible con- 
vulsion which had shaken Europe, 
not for fifty-two months, but for 
twenty-two years. They solved it 
by separating the two objectives. 
They made prompt peace with 
France in the treaty of Paris, and 
in this treaty they deliberately sur- 
rendered their own material claims 
against France that France might 
not be left in a state of sullen and 
enduring resentment which would 
make a new war almost inevitable. 

Having done this, they went to 
Vienna and there, in a real congress, 
undertook the reorganization of Eu- 
rope and of the international rela- 
tions of the world, which was ex- 
pressed in the treaty of Vienna, for- 
tified by subsequent agreement 
made between kings. At Vienna 
France appeared as an equal, and, 
represented by Talleyrand, soon re- 
asserted her old influence in Eu- 
ropean gatherings. The decisions 
made at Vienna were an abomina- 
tion, They contained the seeds of 
untold wars and revolutions, but 
this does not lessen the strength of 
the argument that only by the sepa- 


ration of the two objectives could 
any agreement have been made, and 
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had the Vienna dccument been as 
good as jt was bad, it would not 
have been possible if the victors of 
1814 and 1815 had pursued toward 
France the course we are bound to 
pursue toward Germany. 

In war and in peace, in all hu- 
man relations, it is equally essential 
to fix upon the objective. the 
Versailles gathering to be. primar- 
ily for the purpose of compelling 
Germany, at last conquered, to make 
just restitution and reparation for 
past sins against humanity? To 
make her repay to the French and 
Belgians what she has stolen, seiz- 
ed, destroyed? If so, it is easy to 
frame a treaty which does these 
things, and we have the power to 
enforce this repayment, however 
long and intricate may be the pro- 
cedure, We have liberated French 
and Belgian soil and reclaimed Al- 
sace-Lorraine; the German colonies 
are in our hands, as is the German 
navy and the weapons of the army. 
We are occupying the left bank of 
the Rhine and we can continue to 
occupy it until Germany pays up, 
just as German soldiers stayed in 
eastern France until the indemnity 
of 1871 was paid. 

But if our first objective to 
reorganize human society, interna- 
tional society, by creating a League 
of Nations to which all peoples 
Willingly surrender the right and 
the power to settle their interna- 
tional differences, an organization 
which in the nature of things will 
be a guarantor of things as they 
are, of the map made at Versailles. 
of the surrenders made by Germany 
—will Germany, bleeding from the 
wounds of seitlement, made in ac- 
cordance with justice, to be sure, 
be a willing member of any 
association, or surrender, save for 
the time and language alone, her 
freedom of action? ‘Will she not do 
as Prussia did’ after Tilsit—submit 
but circumvent? 

Allies May Split. 

More than this, if, for ex 
certain nations in the number of 
those associated with Germany ego. 
to Versailles with the view that | 
seeking reparation and restitution | 
mist be the chief objective and 
others go with the belief that rep- | 
aration and restitution less | 
important than the creation of a 
real league of nations, will there 
not be a split between the victors

jectives occurs, it seems to me in- 
evitable that the United States, 
which has suffered no material in- 
jury of consequences and is there- 
fore least concerned for itself with | 
any claim for restitution or repara- 
tion, will be most likely to drift 
toward a community of action with 
the Germans in furtherance of the | 
scheme for a League of Nations at 
the sacrifice of the claims for re- 
paration to Britain, France and. 
Italy, as well as Belgium and Ser- | 
via. 

The Germans, moreover; what- | 
ever degree of order they may suc- | 
ceed in establishing at home are 
bound, as their course has already 
indicated, to come to Versailles with 
an insistent demand for generous 
terms in order that their country 
may not sink into the Russian state | 
of anarchy as a consequence of the | 
burdens imposed upon it. The plea 
may be sham or sincere, but in. 
either case it will be effective and 
will make a measure of impression. 
And it will be directed adroitly at | 
all the socialistic and anarchistic | 
elements in the allied countries. 

The result may easily be chaos 
at Versailles, an extension of the 
sessions through weeks and months, 
to the utter disorganization of the 
business of the world and the per- 
petuation of conditions out of | 
which anarchy may grow. Such de- 
lay, too,, would be to the German : 
interest, for it must be a German | 
policy to postpone to the last pos- | 
sible moment any passing of sen- | 
tences upon her which will compel | 
her to make payment. If she could | 
achieve a permanent separation of , 
the allies, growing out of the dif- 
ferent values placed upon repara- | 
tion and the League of Nations, 
then she might escape altogether. 

The solution to this tangle, it | 
seems to me, must be sought in | 
the separation of the two functions | 
of the Versailles congress. If the | 
first business be the settlement - 
with Germany, the settlement 
which alone can free the French | 
and Belgians from the intolerable | 
burden placed upon them by Ger- 
man deeds of destruction, then we 
shall achieve peace: we shall close 
the war as it should be closed, and 
the way will be clear to the crea- 
tion of a league of nations. But if 
the terms of peace are left to the 
trading ground for German adhe- 
sion to a league of nations, we shall 
get nowhere and Germany may be 
able to escape from the costs of her 
crimes, while the French and Bel- 
gian populations, left without com- 
pensation for their miseries will be 
hurried along the road which leads 
to Bolshevism.

But if the condition, and the only 
condition, of a League of Nations 
be to make peace with Germany 
which will make the victims of Ger- 
man aggression and violence in the 
past four years bear the eventual 
burdens of that aggression then it 
seems to me that the price is too 
high. And the danger is very real. 
Nor is there less danger that we 
may be brought to the position of 
seeking to lessen the effectiveness 
in Britain's hands of the one weapon 
on which our victory in this war 
depended, namely, the British navy, 
operating without regard to conven- 
tions, regulating the “fréedom of 
the seas.’ 

Even Utopia would be intolerable 
if in it only the red-handed mur- 
derer were to have immunity 
the consequences of his recent 
crimes, merely because he had 
changed his name or his employer. 
More than this, we hear much to- 
day of a “healing peace,” and cer- 
tainly every one hopes that we shall 
have this blessing. But even a heal- 
ing peace must be designed first 
to heal the wound of the innocent 
victims before it strives to cure 
the wounds of those who were in- 
jured seeking to murder their neigh- 
bors. And if anyone is to bleed to 
death, to follow the figure of speech,

This is the first 
time since I have been in the army 
that 1 have been sent to the hos- 
pital. T was slightly. gassed. This 
gas is awful stuff; it don't take but 
very little to put a man out of bus- 
iness. I am improving fast, and 
think I will be all O. K. within the 
next ten or fifteen days.” 

As the fighting stopped  he- 
fore tne expiration of the time 
mentioned by Mr. Norrell, he will, 
of course, get no further oppor- 
tunity to go over after the Boches, 
but he will be glad to get back 
home and' go out on the road again 
for the firm.

In fact, 
the army of crooks and swindlers 
will soon be in evidence. Look out 
for them. The retail grocery busi- 
ness has always’ been like the 
“county fair,” an opportunity view -¢ 
ed as a sweet morsel by schemers. 
The pernicious trading stamps 
would never have gotten anywhere, 
if retail grocers had been organ- 
ized in 1892 as they are today. 

Alluminum ware schemes, crock- 
ery ware, glassware schemes, punch 
cards and the other swindles would 
never have gained headway, ex- 
cept for lack of organization by re- 
tailers. All of these pernicous 
schemers will be apt to try their 
swindling methods on retailers 
again during this reconstruction 
period. Should one of them ap- 
proach you, get some of his “liter- 
ature’ and mail it to the office of 
your association. We think we can 
show him the same route several] 
took in 19138, 1914 and 1915.

The center illustfation is the scene of the ruined cathedral in the historic old town of Varennes, where not only the cathedral but | 
every other building in the town succumbed to German shells at the time the victorious Imperial Army, under the Crown Prince him- | 
self, was marching south through Franee, killing French resistance, ravishing and imprisoning the French girls and driving the old and | 
decrepit of the French inhabitants ahead of them in a desperate refugee-stampede to save their livs, hundreds of them dying from 
the hardships and the exposures entailed. James A, Hollomon, of ‘The Constitution, visited these scenes and spent hours in surveying ' 
the ruins of the little city, made famous in Carlyle’s history of the capture and arrest of Mary Antoinette, after her escape from Paris, 
for it was in the shadows of this same cathedral, where she vaas seeking refuge under the protecting wings of the Virgin Mary, a figure 
desecrated by the Germans, that she was captured. Mr. Hollomon stood on the historic spot, shown in the photograph, and discussed 
with members of his party the many romances and tragedies that famous old Varennes, now a silent mass of ruins, had given to history. 
The Germans maintained a troop center here, the officers occupying the house shown with the shell hole in the gable, and the Ameri- | 
cans drove from this in their march northward, and a detachment from the 82nd was one of the first to occupy the recaptured town.

It is late in the afternoon. An 
American division, perHaps we know 
the division well—is occupying the sec- 
ond and third line trenches ahead of 
us, with its pickets and sentries in 
the first lines. The machine gun nests 
are as quiet as the mass of tangled 
wire in “No Man’s Land” just in 
front, but the gunners are standing 
by, ready for the command. The

TENSE TIMES IN 


CONSTANTINOPLE JUST 
BEFORE WAR BEGAN 


By this time we had moved from 
the embassy to our summer home on 
the Bosphorus. All the summer em- 
bassies were located there, and a 


more beautiful spot I have never seen 
Our house was a three-story building 
something in the Venetian style: be- 
hind it the cliff rose abruptly, with 
several terraced gardens towering one 
above the other; the building stood so 
near the shore and the waters of the 
Bosphorus rushed by so rapidly that 
when we sat outside, especially on a 
moonlight night, we had almost a com- 
plete illusion that we were sitting on 
the deck of a fast sailing ship. In 


the daytime the Bosphorus, here little | 


more than a mile wide, was alive with 
gaily colored craft; I recall this ani- 
mated scene with particular vividness 
because I retain in my mind the con. 
trast it presented a few months after- 
ward, when Turkey’s entrance into the 
war had the immediate result of clos- 
ing this strait. Day by day the huge 
Russian steamships, on their way 
from Black sea ports to Smyrna, 
Alexandria, and other cities, made 
clear the importance this little 
strip of water, and lained the 
bloody contests of the “European na- 
tions, extending over a thousand 
years, for its possession. | 

However, these early summer 
months were peaceful; all the ambas- 
sadors and ministers and their fami- 
lies were thrown constantly together; 
here daily gathered the representa- 
tives of all the powers that for the 
last four years have been grappling 
in history’s bloodiest war, all then 
apparently friends, sitting around the 
same dining tables, walking arm and 
arm upon the porches. The ambassa- 
dor of one power would most gra- 
ciously escort to dinner the wife of 
another whose country was perhaps 
the most antagonistic to his own. 
Little groups would form after dinner, 
the grand vizier would hold an im 
promptu reception in one corner, cab- 
inet ministers would be whispering 
in another, a group of ambassadors 
would discuss the Greek situation out 
on the porch, the Turkish officials 
would glance quizzically upon the ani. 
mated scene and perhaps comment 
quietly in their own tongue, the Rus. 
sian ambassador would glide about 
the room, pick out someone whom hc 
wished to talk to, lock arms and push 
him into a corner for a surreptitous 
tete-a-tete. 


MOMENTOUS EVENTS 
AMIDST GAIETY. 

Meanwhile our sons and daughters, 
the junior membefs of th diplomatic 
corps, and the officers of the several 
stationaires, dancing and (flirting, 
seemed to think that the whole pro- 
ceeding had been arranged solely for 
their amusement. And to realize, 
while all] this was going on, that 
neither the Grand Vizier, nor any of 
the other high Turkish officials would 
leave the house without outriders and 
bodyguards to protect them from as- 
sassination—whatever other emotions 
such a vizrating atmosphere might 
arouse, it was certainly alive with in- 
terest. I felt also that there was 
something electric about it all: war 
was ever the favorite topic of conver- 
sation; every one seemed to realize 
that this peaceful, frivolous life was 
transitory, and that at any moment 
might come the spark that was to set 
everything aflame. 

Yet, when the crisis came, it pro- 
duced no immediate sensation. On 
June 29 we heard of the assassination 
of the grand duke of Austria and his 
consort. Everybody received the news 
calmly; there was, indeed, a stunned 
feeling that something momentous had 
happened, but there was practically no 
excitement. A day or two after this 
tragedy I had a long talk with Talaat 
.on diplomatic matters; he made no 
reference at all to this event. I think 
now that we were all affected by a 
kind of emotional paralysis—as we 
were nearer the center than most 
people, we certainly realized the dan- 
gers in the situation. In a day or two 
our tongues seemed to have been 
loosened, for we began to talk—and to 
talk war. When I saw Von Mutius, 
the German charge, and Weitz, the 
diplomat-correspondent of The Frank- 
furter Zeitung, they also discussed the 
impending conflict, and again they 
gave their forecast a characteristically 
Germanic touch; when war came, they 
seid, of ourse the United States would 
take advantage of it to get all the 
Mexican and South American trade! 

When I called upon Pallavicini to 
express my condolences over the 
grand duke’s death, he received me 
with the most stately solemnity. He

REQUIEM MASS FOR 
DEAD ROYALTY. 


The entire dilomatic corps attended 
the requiem mass for the grand duke 
and duchess, celebrated at the Church 
of Sainte Marie on July 4. The church 
is located in the Grande Rue de Para, 
not far from the Austrian embassy; to 
reach it we had to descend a flight of 
forty stone steps. At the top of these 
stairs represntatives of the Austrian 
embassy, dressed in full uniform, with 
crepe on the left arm, met us, and 
escorted us to our seats. All the am- 


bassadors sat in the front pew; I recall 
this with strange emotions now, for it 
was the last time that we ever sat to- 
gether. The service was dignified and 
beautiful; I remember it with especial 
vividness because of the contrasting 
scene that immediately followed. 
When the stately, gorgeously robed 
priests had finished, we all shook 
hands with the Austrian ambassador, 
returned to our automobiles, and start- 
ed on our eight-mile ride along the 
Bosphorus to the American embassy. 
For this day was not only the day 
when we paid our tribute to the’ mur- 
dred heir of this mediaeval autocracy; 
it was also the Fourth of July. The 
very setting of the two scenes symbol- 
ized thse two national ideals. TI always 
‘think of this ambassadorial group 
going down those stone steps to the 
church, te pay their rspect to the 
grand duke, and then going up to the 
gaily decorated American embassy, to 
pay their respect to the Declaration of 
Independence. All the station ships 
of the foreign countries lay out.in the 
stream, decorated and dressed in 
honor of our national holiday, and the 
ambassadors and minitsers called in 


full regalia. From the upper gardens 
we could see the place where Darius 


crossed from Asia with his Persian 
hosts 2,500 years before—one of those 
ancient autocrats the line of which is 
not yet entirely extinct. There also 
we could see magnificert Robert col- 
lege, an institution that represented 
America’s conception of the way to 
“penetrate” the Turkish empire. At nigt 
our gardens were illuminated with 
Chinese lanterns; good old American 
fireworks, lighting up the surrounding 
| hills and the Bosphorus, and the Amer- 
‘ican flag flying at the front of the’ 


house, seemed almost to act as a chal-— 
lenge to the plentiful reminders of au- 
tocracy and oppression which we had 
had in the early part of the day. Not 
more than a mile across the water the 
dark and gloomy hills of Asia, for ages 
the birthplace of military despotisms, 
caught a faint and, I think, a prophetic 
glow from these illuminations. 

In glancing at the ambassadortfa) 
group at the church and, afterward, at 
our reception, I was surprised to note 
that one familiar figure was missing. 
Wangenheim, Austria’s ally, was not 
present. This somewhat puzzled me 
at the time, but afterward I had the 
explanation from Wangenheim’s own 
‘lips. He had left some days before 
for Berlin. The kaiser had summoned 
him to an imperial council, dwhich met 
on July 5, and which decided to plunge 
Europe into war. 

CHAPTER IV. 
Germany Mobilizes the Turkish Army. 

In reading the August newspapers, 
which described the mobilizations in 
Europe, I was particularly struck with 
the emphasis which they laid upon 
the splendid spirit that was overnight 
changing the civilian populations into 
armies. At that time Turkey had not 
entered the war and her political 
leaders were loudly protesting 
their intention of maintaining a strict 
neutrality. Despite these pacific 
statements, the occurrences ip Con- 
stantinople were almost as warlike as | 
those that were taking place in the 
European capitals. Though Turkey 
was at peace, her army was mobiliz- 
ing, merely, we were told, as a pre- 
cautionary measure. Yet the daily 
scenes, which I witnessed in Constan- 
tinople bore few resemblances to 
those which were agitating every city 
of Furope. The martial patriotism of 
men, and the sublime patience and 
sacrifice of women, may sometimes 
give war an heroic aspect, but in Tur- 
key the prospect was one of general 
listlessness and misery. Day by day 
the miscellaneous Ottoman hordes 
passed through the streets. Arabs, 
bootless and shoeless, dressed in their 
most gaily colored garments, with 
long linen bags, containing the re- 
quired five days’ rations, thrown over 
their shoulders, shambling in their 
gait and bewildered in their manner, 
touched shoulders with equally dispir- 
ited Bedouins, evidently suddenly 
snatched from the desert. A motley 
aggregation of Turks, Circassians= 
Greeks, Kurds, Armenians and Jews, 
showing signs of having been sum- 
marily taken from their farms and 
shops, constantly jostled one another. | 
Most were ragged and many loeked 
half-starved; everything about them 
suggested hopelessness and a cattle- 
like submission to a fate which they 
knew that they could not avoid. There 
was no joy in approaching battle, no 
feeling that they were sacrificing 
themselves for a mighty cause: day 
by day they passed, the unwilling

MARCHERS LITTLE 
DREAMED OF FUTURE. 


These wretched marchers little 
realize@ what was the power that was 
dragging them from the four corners 
of their country. Even we of the dip- 
lomatic group had not then clearly 
grasped the real situation. We learn- 
ed afterward that the signal for this 
mobilization had not come originally 
from Enver or Talaat or the Turkish 
cabinet, but from the general staff in 
Berlin and its representative in Con- 
stantinople. Liman von Sanders and 
Bronssart were really directing the 
complicated operation. There were 
unmistakable signs of German activ- 
ity. As soon as the German armies 
crossed the Rhine, work was begun on 
a mammoth wireless station a few 
miles outside of Constantinople. The 
materials all came from Germany by 
way of Rumania, and the skilled me- 
chanics, industriously working from 
daybreak to sunset, were’ unmistaka- 
bly Germans. Of course, the neutral- 
ity laws would have prohibited the 
construction of a wireless station for a 
belligerent in a neutral country like 
Turkey; it was therefore officially an- 
nounced that a German company was 
building this heaven-pointing struc- 
ture for the Turkish government, and 
on the sultan’s own property. But 
this story deceived no one. Wangen- 
heim, the German ambassador, spoke 
of it freely and constantly as a Ger- 
man enterprise. 

“Have you seen our wireless yet?” 
he would ask me. “Come on, let’s ride 
up there and look it over.” 

He proudly told me that it was the 
most powerful in the world—powerful 
enough to catch all messages sent by 
the Eiffel Tower in Paris! He said 
that it would put him in constant com- 
munication with Berlin. So little did 
he attempt to conceal its German own- 
ership that several times, when ordi- 
nary telegraphic communication was 
suspended, he offered to let me use 
it to send my telegrams. 


This wireless plant was an outward 


symbol of the close though unacknowl- | 


edged association which then existed 
between Turkey and Berlin. It took 


some time to finish such an exten- 


sive station, and in the interim Wan.- | 


gsenheim was using the apparatus on 
the Corcovado, a German’ merchant 
ship which was lying in the Bosphorus 
Opposite the German embassy. For 
practical purposes, Wangenheim had 
a constant telephone connection with 


‘ Berlin. 
German officers were almost as ac- | 


tive as the Turks themselves in this 
mobilization. They enjoyed it all im- 
mensely; indeed they gave every sign 
that they were having the time of 
their lives. Bronssart, Humann, and 
Lafferts were constantly at Enver’s el- 
bow, advising and directing the opera- 
tions. German officers were rushing 
through the streets every day in huze 
automobiles, all requisitioned from the 
civilian population; they filled all the 
restaurants and amusement places at 
night, and celebrated their joy in the 
situation by consuming large quanti- 
ties of champagne—also requisitioned. 
A particularly spectacular and noisy 
figure was that of Von der Goltz 
Pasha. He was constantly making a 
kind of viceregal progress through the 
streets in a huge and madly dashing 
automobile, on both sides of which 
flaring German eagles were painted. A 
trumpeter on the front seat would 
blow loud, defiant blasts as the con- 
veyance rushed along, and woe to 
any one, Turk or non-Turk, who h 
pened to get in the way! The Ger- 
mans made no attempt to conceal their 
conviction that they owned this town. 
Just as Wangenheim had established 
a little Welhelmstrasse in his embas- 
sy, so had the German military men 


established a sub-station of the Ber-! 


lin general staff. They even brought 
their wives and families from Ger- 
many; I heard Baroness Wangenheim 
remark that she was holding a little 
court at the German embassy. 


WHOLESALE 
LOOTING. 


The Germans, however, were about 
the only people who were enjoying 
this proceeding. The requisitioning 
that accompanied the mobilization 
really amounted to a wholesale loot- 
ing of the civilian population. The 
Turks took all the horses, mules, cam- 
els, sheep, cows, and other beasts that 
they could lay their hands on; Enver 
told me that they had gathered in 
150,000 animals. They did it most un- 
intelligently, making no provision for 
the continuance of the species; thus 
they would leave only two cows or 
two mares in many of the villages. 
This system of requisitioning, as I 
shall descrbe, had the inevitable re- 
sult of destroying the nation’s agri- 
culture, and ultimately led to the 
starvation of hundreds of thousands 
of people. But the Turks, like the 
Germans, thought that the war was 
destined to be a very short one, and 
that they would quickly recuperate 
from the injuries which their meth-

there were a few Jews; and the Turk- 
ish officials therefore not only pro- 
vided the needs of their army and in- 
cidentally lined their own pockets, but 
they found a religious joy in pillaging 
the infidel establishments. They 
would enter a retail shop, take prac- 
tically all the merchandise on the 
shelves, and give merely a piece of pa- 
per in acknowledgment. As the gov- 
ernment had never paid for the sup- 
plies which it had taken in the Italian 
and Balkan wars, the merchants hard- 
ly expected that they would ever re- 
ceive anything for these latest requi- 
sitions. Afterward many who under- 
stood officialdom, and were politically 
influential, did recover to the extent 
of 70 per cent—what became of the re- 
maining 30 per cent is not a secret to 
those who have had experience with 
Turkish bureaucrats. 

Thus for most of the population re- 
quisitioning simply meant financial 
ruin. That the process was merely 
pillaging is shown by many of the ma- 
_ terials which the army took, ostensi- 
heed for the use of the soldiers. Thus 

the officers seized all the mohair they 
could find; on occasion they even Car- 
red off women’s silk stockings, cor 
‘sets, and baby’s slippers, and I heard 
of one case in which th@y reinforced 
the Turkish commissary with caviar 
| and other delicacies. They demanded 
' blankets from one merchant who was 
a dealer in women’s underwear; be- 
cause he had no such_ stock, they 
seized what he had, and he afterward 
saw his appropriated goods reposing 
in rival establshments. The Turks did 
the same thing in many other cases. 
The prevailing system was to take 
movable property wherever available 
and convert it into cash; where the 
money ultimately went I do not know, 
but that many private fortunes were 
made I have little doubt. I told En- 
ver that this ruthless method of mob- 
ilizing and requisitoning was destroy- 
ing his country. Misery and starva-: 
tion soon began to afflict the land. 
Out of 4,000,000 adult male population 
more than 1,500,000 were ultimately 
enlisted, and so about a million fam- 
ilies were left wthout breadwinners,

| That the Germans directed this 
‘mob-lization is not a matter of opinion 
‘but of proof. I need only mention 
‘that the Germans were requisitioning 
materials in their own name for their 
| own uses. I have a photographic copy 
of such a requisition made by Hu- 
‘man, the German naval attache, for a 
shipload of oil cake. This document 
is dated September 29, 1914. “The lot 
by the steamship Derindje which you 
mentioned in your letter of tue 26th,” 
this paper reads, “has been rcquisi- 
‘tioned by me for the German govern- 
ment.” This clearly shows that, a 
month before Turkey had entered the 
war, Gérmany was really exercising 
the powers of sovereignty at Constan- 
tinople.

All his intrigues and plottings for 
three years had now finally suc- 
ceeded. 

I doubt if any two ships have exer- 
cised a greater influence upon history 
than these two German cruisers. Few 
of us at that time realized their great 
importance, but subsequent develop- 
ments have fully justified Wangen- 
heim’s exuberant satisfaction. The 
Goeben was a powerful battle cruiser 
of recent construction; the Breslau 
was not so large a ship, but she, like 
the Goeben, had the excessive speed 
that made her extremely serviceable 
in those waters. These _ ships had 
spent the few months preceding the 
war cruising in the Mediterranean, and 
when the declaration finally came 
they were taking on supplies at Mes- 
sina. I have always regarded it as 
more than a coincidence that these 
two vessels, both of them having a 
greater speed than any French or Eng- 
lish ships in the Mediterranean, should 
have been lying not far from Turkey 
when war broke out. The selection 
of the Goeben was particularly fortu- 
nate, as she had twice before visited 
Constantinople and her officers and 
men knew the Dardanelles perfectly. 
The behavior of these crews, when 
the news of war was received, indicat- 
ed the spirit with which the German 
navy began hostilties; the men broke 
into singing and shouting, lifted their 
admirals upon their shoulders, and 
held a real German jollification. It is 
said that Admiral Souchon preserved, 
as a touching souvenir of this occa- 
sion, his white uniform bearing the 
finger prints of his grimy sailors. 

For all their joy at the prospect of 
battle, the situation of these ships was 


still a precarious one. They formed 
no match for the large British and 
French naval forces which were roam- 
ing through the Mediterranean. The 
Goeben and the Breslau were far from 
their native bases; with the coaling 
problem such an acute one, and with 
England in possession of all important 
stations, where could they flee for 
safety? Several Italian destroyers 
were circling around the German ships 
at Messina, enforcing neutrality and 
occasionally reminding them that they 
could remain in port only twenty-four 
hours. England had ships stationed 
at the Gulf of Otranto, the head of the 
Adriatic, to cut them off in case they 
sought .to escape into the Austrian 
port of Pola. The British navy also 
stood guard at Gibraltar and Suez, 
the only other exits that apparently 
offered the possibility of escape. There 
was only one other place in which 
the Goeben and the Breslau might find 
a safe and friendly reception. That 
was Constantinople. Apparently the 


British navy dismissed this as an im- 
possibility. At that time, early in Au- 
gust, international law had not en- 


tirely disappeared as the guiding con- 
duct of nations. Turkey was then a 


neutral country, and, despite the many 
evidences of German domination, she 
geemed likely to maintain her neu- 
trality. The treaty of Paris, which 
was signed in 1856, as well as the 
Treaty of London, signed in 1871, pro- 
vided that war ships should not use 


the Dardanelles except by the special 
permission of the sultan, which could 
be granted only in times of peace. In 
practice the government had seldom 
given this permission except for cere- 
monial occasions. Under the ex{fsting 


conditions it would have amounted 
virtually to an unfriendly act for the 
sultan to have removed the ban 
against war vessels in the Dardanelles, 
and to permit the Goeben and th? 
Breslau to remain in Turkish waters 
for more than twenty-four hours would 
have been nothing less than a decla- 
ration of war. It is perhaps not sur- 
prising that the British, in the early 
days of August, 1914, when Germany 
had not completely made clear her of- 
ficial opinion that “international law 
had ceased to exist,” regarded these 
treaty stipulations as barring the Ger- 
man ships from the Dardanelles and 
Constantinople. Relying upon the 
sanctity of these international regula- 
tions, the British navy had shut off 
every point through which these Ger- 
man ships could have escaped to safe- 
ty—except the en\rance to the Darda- 
nelles. Had England, immediately on 
the declaration of war, rushed a pow- 
erful squadron to this'vital spot, how 
different the history of the last three 
years might have been!

Suddenly, when off Cape Sparti- 
vento, the Goeben and Breslau let off 
into the atmosphere all the discordant 
vibrations which their wireless could 
command, jamming the air withsucha 
hullabaloo that the Gloucester was un- 
able to send any intelligible messages.

A few hours 
behind, the British squadron pursued, 
but uselessly, for the German ships, 
though far less powerful in battle, 
were much speedier. Even the Brit- 
ish edmiral probably thought tha* he 
had spoiled the German plans. The 
German shps might get first to the 
Dardanelles, but at that point stood 
international law across the path, 
barring the entrance. 

Meanwhile Wangenheim had accOm- 
plished his great diplomatic success. 
From the Corcovado wireless station 
in the Bosphorus he was sending the 
most agreeable news to Admiral Sou- 
chon. He was telling him to hoist the 
Turkish flag when he reached the 
Strait, for Admiral Souchon’s cruisers 
had suddenly become parts of the 
Turkish navy, and, therefore, the 
usual international prohibitions did 
not apply. These cruisers were no 


longer the Goeben and the Breslau, 


for, like an Oriental magician, Wan- 
genheim had suddenly changed them 
into the Sultan Selim and the Medilli. 


i The fact was that the German ambas: 


sador had cleverly taken advantage of 
the existing situation to manufacture 
a “sale.” As I have already told, Tur- 
key had two dreadnaughts under con- 
struction in England when the war 
broke out. These ships were not ex- 
clusively governmental enterprises; 
their purchase represented what, on 
the surface, appeared to be a popular 
enthusiasm of the Turkish people. 
They were to be the agencies through 
which Turkey was to attack Greece 
and win back the islands of the 
Aegean, and the Turkish people had 
raised the money to build them by a 
so-called popular subscription. Agents 
had gone from house to house, pain- 
fully collecting these small sums of 
money; there had been. entertain- 
ments and fairs, and, in their eager- 
ness for the- cause, Turkish women 
had sold their hair for the benefit of 
the common fund. These two vessels 
thus represented a spectacular. out- 
burst of patriotism that was unusual 
in Turkey, so unusual, indeed, that 
many detected signs that the govern- 
ment had stimulated it. At the very 
moment when the war began Turkey 
had made her last payment to the 
English shipyards and the Turkish 
crews had arrived in England pre- 
pared to take the finished vessels 
home. Then, a few days before the 
time set to deliver them, the British 
government stepped in and comman- 
deered these dreadnaughts for the 
British navy.

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ERMANENT HIGHWAYS FOR GEORGIA _ 


BY W. P. NEEL. 

State Highway Engineer. 

The question which should be of 
most general interest to the people 
of Georgia—and of any state—is the 
development of its highways. 
Since the war has ceased to be the 
most absorbing interest of our nation, 
I would like to see, at least in our 
own state, the road system become the 
object of concentrated thought and en- 
deavor of every citizen. 
The highways, as shown on the map, 
will give some idea of the proposed 
plan which may be subject, however, 
to change and modification. I would 
suggest a committee composed of a 
representative from each congressional 
district taking up in detail the ques- 
tion of location of routes and any 
other changes found necessary. 
To the layman, a newly constructed 
sand-clayed or top-soiled, properly 
graded road may seem adequate to 
all needs, and the proposed construc- 
tion of hard surfaced highways an un- 
necessary expense, Those who have 
studied and observed the disastrous 
effect of the motor truck on this type 
road readily agree that only the very 
best known pavements can stand up 
under the constant pounding and grind- 
ing. 
We must design and build our high- 
way system for the truck, to “‘bring the 
market to the farm and the farm to 
the market,” in this way reducing the 
cost of necessary commodities to the 
consumer and increasing the profit of 
the producer. 
There has never been any doubt 
abo he ability of this great state 
to produce, but there has been great 
difficulty in marketing our farm prod- 
ucts and this has largely been due to 
the farmers not being able to find the 
market nor the market to find the 
farm. They were conipletely out of 
touch with each other. Once we have 
provided a system of highways with 
a suitable surface to stand the travel 
of the thousands of trucks that will 
be immediately put upon them, the 
farmer will no longer spend half of 
his time in going to look for the mar- 
ket, the market will come to the farm, 
and the eggs that now sell in the city 
for. 70 cents will sell for 60 cents, and 
the farmer who sells these eggs to the 
middleman for 40 cents will get 50 cents 
for them. There will be a profit to 
all and a minimum of waste. 


FAILURES ACT 
AS GUIDES. 

There are people, who, when hard- 
gurfaced roads aré referred to 
point to the awful holes in some of 
the roads leading into Atlanta. These 
to the layman are ample proof that 
hard-surfaced roads are failures, but 
to the engineer these failures only 
serve as a guide as to what type of 
pavements must not be used, there are 
other types of pavements which have 
stood the test and are no longer un- 
known quantities. Generally speaking, 
the pavement that proves a failure is 
the one that was designed for moderate 
traffic and with too great an idea of 
economy. There are now several types 
of paversents that have proven their 
worth, and only the best should be 
used on our main arteries. 

In order to design a bridge the en- 
gineer must know the maximum load 
it will be called upom to carry; our 
railroads buy rails of a certain weight 
and strength and the rolling stock is 
of a corresponding weight, suitable to 
be used upon these rails, so must our 
roads be designed. After they are, 
constructed the trucks and their loads 
must be limited to the design in or- 
der not to destroy this expensive pave- 
ment. The design must be for a truck 
and load of sufficient weight, however, 
in order that developments along these 
lines be not restricted too much. There 
must be a known maximum load and 
until there is a demand for a design 
of pavement of greater strength, this 
maximum load must be regulated by 
law to correspond to the strength of 
the pavement, already constructed. 

The demand for graded schools tn 
the rural districts of our state can only 
be realized after building a system of 
highways, such as proposed, which will 
enable the children to be gathered up in 
trucks or automobiles and carried in 
a few minutes several miles to the 
schoolhouse and from there returned 
to their homes, as is done in the states 
where such a system of hard-surfaced 
roads has been constructed. 

The proposed system, as shown on 
the map of the state, will secure for 92 
counties of the state a hard surfacing 
for a road bed previously graded at the 
expense of the county, the estimated 
cost of this hard surfacing is $15,000 
per mile and there are approximately 
2,300 miles to be constructed. There 
are sixty-one other counties whose 
county sites will be connected with 
this system of hard-surfaced roads at 
a convenient point, by a well-graded 
and surfaced (top soil, gravel or 
sand-clay) highway, built entirely at 
the expense of this fund, at an eati- 
mated cost of $4,000 per mile. There 
are approximately 1,350 miles of this 
type of road to be constructed to com- 
plete the system. 


TO CONNECT 
COUNTY SITES. 

Thus it is seen that a system of 
roads will be constructed that will 
connect up every county site of the 
state, passing through the principal 
population and commercial centers. 
And it will be done by bonding only a 
part of the money now wasted by the 
automobile owners in upkeep from rid- 
ing over bad roads. 

The automobile owners are anxious 
to be allowed to do this, why not give 
the opportunity by securing the neces- 


sary legislation? It will mean bring- 
ing the “farm to the market and the 
market to the farm,” and we all know 
this means prosperity for us all. 

Illinois has just voted to amend their 
constitution in order to bond a spe- 
cial automobile tax to raise 60 millions 
for the same purpose. 

We can construct our proposed sys- 
tem for 40 millions and can raise this 
amount by an average automobile tax 
of $20. : 

An average of $92.50 is now wasted 
over bad roads in gas and automobile 
tires by every car; why not pay $20 
of this amount and build a system of 
roads for our state and save $72.50. 

We have the ambition, the power 
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in the union, so let us all work for this 
legislation. 

CLASS “A” 

HIGHWAYS. 


The Class “A” highways will be con- 
structed jointly by the counties and 
the highway department, and will pass 
through 92 counties, covering a total 
distance of 2,350 miles. 

It is proposed to make a careful sur- 
vey of this entire system and in ac- 
cordance With this survey the counties 
will grade the road and construct the 


cross-draing and all bridges at their) 
Own expense. It is estimated that 50 | 
per cent of this system of highways'§ 
is already properly graded and provid- | 
ed with suitable cross-drains. An esti- 
mate of $3,000 per mile has been made 
for the cost of the work to be done by 
the 92 counties through which the “A” 
class highways will pass. An estimate 
of $15,000 per mile has been made fop 
the cost of the hard surfacing and this 
is to be paid for entirely by the state 
automobile tax bond issue fund. 

The Class “B” highways will be con- 
structed by the counties and paid for by 
the atate automobile bond issue fund, 
according to plans and surveys pre- 
pared under the direction of the high- 
way department, and will connect the 
county sites of the counties not travers- 
ed by Class “A” system with that sys- 
tem at the most convenient point. It 
is estimated that the cost of Class 
“B” roads will be $4,000 per mile. 
According to the proposed plan, as 
outlined on the accompanying map, the 
hard-surfaced Class “A” highways wil) 
pass through the following counties:

The questions pre- 
sented are more complex and the chances 
oi error greater than in any problem ever 
before offered for the consideration of the 
mind of men, A celebrated English jurist 
once declared the constitution of the 
United States the greatest work ever pro- 
cuced by the human brain’ But the task 


of framing the constitution was easy com- 
pared with the labor of harmonizing and 
bringing into orderly relations all the 
divergent interests and aspirations >f the 
' peoples of Europe and part of Asia. 

Whatever may be the,outcome it is cer- 
tain the world will never be the same as it 
was before the war. The avowed object 
of the Allies is to abolish war, or at least 
make a recurrence of such worldwide 
cataclysms as the last fotir years have 
witnessed an impossibility in future. Ac- 
cording to the utterances of statesmen in 
the allied countries this end is to be at- 
tained by the recognition of the principle 
of racial unity in contradistinction to 
geographical boundaries or limits hitherto 
fixed to please dynasties or aggrandize the 
power of the larger States. 

Equality of opportunity will enter into 
the subjects involved, questions of access 
to the sea, of international commerce and 
of financial arrangements. No more diffi- 
cult task was ever undertaken. Its ac 
complishment will be a long and tedious 
process—perhaps almost as long as the 
war that has devastated civilization. The 
work of building up i: always greater 
than that of pulling down, of construction 
than of destruction. To it will be devoted 
the best minds*in ali countries, and one 
ean only hope that they will finally evolve 
a system of right dealing among nations 
that will avoid occasions for dispute and 
curb the ambitions of rulers. 

Democracy must be the outcome if the 
scheme is to succeed and the worid 
be saved from further groping in darkness 
toward an ideai. A republican form of 
government, though preferable, is not ab- 
solutely necessary, for the people can rule 
and do rule in many countries that have 
sovereigns at the head of their administra- 
tion, while in some republics the people 


have no more control over their vgovern- 
ment thay in the most despotic of autoc- 
racies. ‘In the latter, however, the ad 
ministration of public affairs is like ay 
thin shell. easily crushed at the first out- 
break of popular disapproval, as we have 
seen in Russia and again this month in 
Germany 
Peace Yet To Be Made. & 

First, of course, ill come the questijen 
of peace terins to be exacted of the Cen- 
tral Powers. These hAve been already 
fairly outlined by the statesmen of the 
associated nations and a:e partly em- 
bodied in the decli.rations of the armis- 
tiees approved by the Supreme War 
Counci) at Verseilles with regard to Bul- 
garia, Turkey, Austria and Germany. By 
the way. is it not a fitting revenge of 
history that Versailles, which saw the 
iniquitous birth of the German Empire, 
should now happen to be the place whence 
go forth the decrees that will lead to its 
dissolution? 

Taking the case of Germany first, the 
armistice granted last Monday provides 
fe the immediate evacuation of all in- 
vaded territory. In the west this con- 
sisted of. four small triangular areas in 
France around Philippeville, along both 
banks of the Meuse to Givet. northeast of 
Verdun and north of St. Dié in the Vosges, 
and about nine-tenths of Belgium, being 
all that part east of a line from the Dutch 
frentier to Ghent.

From all the yest o the invaded 
land in France and Belgium: the Allies 
have been clearing the Huns ever since 
July 18, when American troops started 
their rout by attacking the tip of the 
salient near Cortdé, below the Marne.

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Without it, German steel nren have stated, 
the war could not have been carried on for 
three months. The annexation of 187! 
brought Germany 21,000,000 tons, the 
conquest of the French part in 1914 gave 
her 15,000.000 more and that of Luxem 
burg 6,000,000. This, with 7,400,000 tous 
brought Germany's production up to 49. 
400,000, about seevn times what she had 
in the years before the days of Bismarck. 

No - it may be assumed as certain that 
the armistice foreshadows the peace con 
ditons and that the whole of the basin of 
Briey. with the exception of the smail 
part that belongs to Luxemburg, will be 
returned to France. This would raise her 
iron output from seven million tons, mined 
in other parts of France, to forty-three 
million. thus helping to restore her great 
industries in th¥ north The Americans 
made a beginning of this restoration when 
they wiped out the St. Mihiel -salient.

Altance-Lorra'ne Restored. 

WhetLer the assumption that the peace 
demands are contained in the armistice is 
correct or not, it is certain that the rest 
of Lorraine and all of Alsace also will De 
restored to France. Alsace-Lorraine had 
a population of 1,874,000 before the war 
and an area of 5,604 square miles. Lor- 
raine contains the important coal field of 
the Saar River region besides part of the 
iron district around Briey. which town 
was occupied by the Americans on Thurs- 

ay, and the great fortress city of Metz, 
which the Americans expect to occupy 
to-day. 

Alsace is divided into the Vosges moun- 
tain district. where the half 
whe year, and the fertile plain lying be- 
tween the foothills and the Rhine, which 
yields good crops. Lorraine has a wealth 
of mineral deposits, including copper, 
lead, iron and salt. Muehlhausen and 
Colmar in the south and Strassburg on 
the north are the chief towns of Alsace: 
Metz and Pont-A-Mousson of Lorraine 

For 222 years Alsace and.’ for a. stil! 
longer but broken period. Lorraine be- 
longed to France, Muehlhausen was a 
republic belonging to Switzerland, but 
joined France after the revolution of 
1789. In Roman times Alsace-Lorraine 
formed parts of the provinces of Germania 
Superior and Maxima Sequanorum. The 
population was Celtic. modified by the 
immigration of German tribes such as the 
Alamanni and the Franks. who pushed the 
Alamanni to the south. 

The base of the population is Teutonic 
historically, but the people have for gen 
erations considered themselves French. 
although a German dialect is common. 
Since 1S71 German has been the official 
language and the use of French was dis- 
couraged. In spite’ of every obstacle the 
people as a whole have remained loyal to 
France and many of them emigrated after 
the Franco-Prussian war to escape Ger- 
man domination. The ancient Teutonic 
origin appears in many names of persons 
like Foch or Pershing (pferschinge) & 
well as of places like Altkirch or Strass- 
burg. 

For forty-seven years Alsace-Lorraine 
has been the symbol of French desire for 
the righting of a great wrong, which the 
rest of Europe timidly allowed. It em- 
bodied the spirit of the ““Revanche,” which 
was but an emphatic expression of the 
spirit of justice. This feeling, however, 
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Germans, who got eighty per cent of the 
steel for their armies from this region.

Counting from the north these include 
part of the Rhine province. Birkenfeld, 
about one-third of Hesse and the Pala- 
tinate. Here is where the peace confer- 
ence will meet its first dilemma. These 
districts are all German and have been 
‘earman since mediaeval times, except for 
the Napoleonic interlude.. If racial af- 
finity is to prevail. they should go back 
to Germany. On the other hand this 
would leave the northern part of Alsace 
and Lorraine peculiarly open to invasion 
by the “men without honor’: and a strat- 
egic frontier would demand the Palati- 
nate. Rhein Hesse, Birkenfel. and the 
Rhine province at least as far as the 
Moselle. The impending occupation of 
these districts by the Allies may be‘ only 
a precautionary measure. The final set- 
tlement. of course, rests with tlie Peace 
Conference. 

The Rhine province became German on 
the death of Otto I in 973. Prussia first 
reached the Rhin. in 1609 thé oecupa- 
tion of the duchy of Cleves The Con- 
gress of Vienna restored the province  .o 
Prussia after the French occupation in 
Napoleon’s time. The part east of the 
Rhine, consisting of the former duchy of 
Berg. is not included in the. evacuation. 
The part west of the Rhine embraces 9,300 
square miles. and has a population of 
about 7.000,000. 

It was in this area that the Germans 
long_ago made their preparations for the 
great war, building strategic railways 
from the manufacturing ‘centres’ cf 
Cologne. Aix-la-Chapelle, Andernach and 
Liitzel to within_a. few hours’ march of 
the Belgian and Luxemburg boundary. 
This work was accomplished between 1907 
and 1915. showing that the invasion of 
Belgiu 1 and the violation of her neutralit~ 
was in contemplation lon’ before the 
actual perpetration of the crime. Here the 
Geriran armies were mobilized in the first 
days of August, 1914, for the advance 
through f.uxemburg and the attack on 
Liege. 

The district includes Coblenz and Bonn 
as well as Cologne. Bonn is a university 
town, the other two cities are strongly 
fortified. The whole Rhine province is 
one of the most important in the German 
empire, both from an agricultural and a 
manufacturing standpoint. It has been 
called the “richest jéwel in the crown of 
Prussia.” Iron is found near Coblenz and 
Bleiberg, in the Eifel region, has large 
deposits of lead. Zinc is also found near 
Cologne and Aix-la-Chapelle.
